DOYLESTOWN WRECK 
WAS CAUSED BY SPITE. 


Evidence Shows It to Have Been Work 
of a Man Acquainted with 
Railroading. 


Svecial to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 22.—When the 
wreckage was removed from the tracks of 
the Reading Railway at Gwynedd to-day 
it was almost conclusively shown that the 
derailing of the Doylestown train at that 
point last night, which resylted in the 
death of two persons and the injury of 
about a dozen others, was due to the de- 
liberate maliciousness of one or more per- 
fons acquainted with railroading. 

It was shown that a pair of fishplates or 
angle irons which bound the rails together 
lad been removed. Then the spikes which 
hela one of the rails in position had been 
drawn from nine ties. When this was ac- 
cemplished the loose rail was sent back 
about six inches, an angle iron was inserted 
in the opening as a wedge, and, in order 
that the design might not prove fruitless, 
the rail and plate were spiked fast. 

The bond wires, which carry the electric 
current from rail to rail, and through 
which the signal system is worked, were 
not cut. Had they been severed the signal 
post only one hundred feet away would 
shave shown the red danger light, and the 
wreck would not have occurred. 

Railroad men are unanimously of the 
-opinion that the wreck was the work of 
some one formerly employed on a railroad. 
As there was no attempt at robbery, and 
as railway robbers are not likely to wreck 
@ small local train, the opinion of Reading 
employes and the conclusion of Charles A.

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Freak of Nature Responsible for the 
Ferguson Disaster. 


CONNELLSVILLE, Penn., Nov. 22.—Mine 
Inspector Bernard J. Gallaghan went to the 
Ferguson Mine immediately upon being 
notified of yesterday's fatal explosion and; 
as soon as practicable, made an inspection 
of it. He concluded his work to-day, and 
when asked his opinion regarding the cause 
of the disaster said: 

“The explosion was little less than a 
freak of nature and was caused by a fall 
crushing the old stopping between the Hill 
Farm mines and the Ferguson mines. The 
miners were pulling the pillars for the stop- 
pings ard instead of the fall filling in com- 
pletely and shutting off any future danger 
of fire from Hill Farm, which has been 


burning since the explosion there in 1890, a 
bend or tunnel was left between the roof 
and the fall. 

“The solid cemented stoppings 
crushed, and the gas that accumulated in 
this bend was ignited by the fire from the 
old workings. At the time of the explosion 
there was absolutely no sign of gas.”’ 


RIVER STEAMBOAT IS BURNED. 
The Saugerties Almost Destroyed 
After a Trip from New York.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Nov. 22.—The 
steamboat Saugerties of the Saugerties- 
New York Line was burned to the water's 
edge at her wharf in the Saugerties Creek 
between 6 and 7 o'clock this evening.

MOURNER ARRESTED 
CHARGED WITH MURDER | 


A. W. Mitcheltree Held for Killing 
Operator Clendennin. 


SENSATION AT THE FUNERAL 


Last Message of Victim Interpreted Into 
Clue Against Prisoner — Gill’s 
Remarkable Story.

WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Nov. 
Arthur W. Mitcheltree, while attending the 
funeral services at his mother’s home in 
Clinton County of William Clendennin, the 
New York Central Railway operator killed 
Brown Tower, was arrested to-day 
charged with the murder. 
After the sermons by the Revs. William 
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Youngdale, the funeral procession formed, 
and in the line was Mitcheltree, who occu- 
pied a carriage with two young women. 
They had started for the cemetery, and 
when about a quarter of a mile from the 
burying ground Constable Meyers of the 
township placed Mitcheltree under arrest. 

His action created general consternation, 
and many of the carriages that were head- 
ed for the cemetery turned and followed 
Constable Meyers to Lockhaven, where the 
prisoner was placed in jail. While the 
arrest came as a surprise, Mitcheltree of- 


the officer was not armed with a warrant, 
nor is there such a paper yet in existence. 

Just what prompted the constable to ar- 
rest Mitcheltree at this time is not known,

Concerning the arrest of a negro for the 
crime, Sheriff Shearer of Clinton County 
refuses to admit that he has any prisoner 
who is charged with the murder, and just 
where such a story started he does not 
know.

SURGEON’S HEROIC ACT. 


Crawled Under a Car to Relieve Crushed 
Victim’s Pain. 


| 
Dr. Krauskopf, an ambulance surgeon 
attached to the house staff of the Harlem 
Hospital, evoked cheers from a’ crowd of 
nearly a thousand people at Third Avenue 
and One Hundred and Twenty-second Street 
last night by an act of peculiar heroism. 

An unidentified man about fifty-five 
years old had been knocked down and run’ 
over by a north-bound surface car. The 
man’s body was so tightly wedged in the 
forward truck that he could not be taken | 
out without jacking up the car. Dr. Kraus- 
kopf had arrived in response to a call for | 
an ambulance.- The man under the car | 
was groaning and the great crowd stood | 
about unable to aid him and waiting im- 
patiently for the wrecking crew of the rail- 
way company to arrive. 

Dr. Krauskopf took a hypodermic syringe | 
from his case and, filling it with an opiate, 
started to crawl under the car. A police- | 
man pulled him back and told him it was 
dangerous to try to reach the man in that 
fashion. The motorman of the car likewise 
warned him not to attempt it. The surgeon 
brushed the policeman to one side and once 
more started to crawl under. ‘The police- 
man again interfered. Dr. Krauskopf pre- | 
tended that he would obey the command 
and then suddenly dropped to the eround | 
and in an instant was under the car. 

He gave the man several injections, and | 
then called for a lamp. One was brought 
from the ambulance and passed under the | 
car to him. One of the man’s legs had | 
been nearly severed, and blood was pouring | 
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from the wound. Dr. Krauskopf called for 
his medicine case, and lying flat on the wet 
ground bound up the wounded leg as best 
he could. He was about to bind up other 
wounds when the wrecking crew arrived. 

When the surgeon emerged again from 
under the car the crowd cheered wildly. 
A number of men pressed forward to grasp 
him by the hand, but he requested the 
police to keep them back. 

The wrecking crew soon had the car 
jacked up and the man was taken out and 
hurried to the hospital, where he died two 
hours later. His skull had been fractured, 
his left arm and leg were badly crushed 
and the right leg was near severed. 

The victim was crossing from the east to 
the west side of the street and had just 
passed behind a south-bound car when he 
was struck by one coming north. The car 
dragged him about ten feet before the mo- 
torman, Joseph Kahn of 333 East Eighty- 
eighth Street, could bring it to a _ stop. 
Kahn, with Morris Dolan of 1,855 Second 
Avenue, the conductor, was locked up in the 
East One Hundred and Twenty-sixth Street 
Station. 


BISHOP WANTED HIS WAY. 


Newark Standing Committee Compro- 
mised with Missouri Prelate at 
Consecration of Dr. Lines. . 


NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 22.—There may 
be a discussion in Episcopal circles over a 
difference that arose between Bishop Tut- 
tle of Missouri, presiding Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church, and the Standing ‘Com- 
mittee of the Newark Diocese, in regard to 
the form of services for the consecration 
of Bishop-elect Lines in Grace Church last 
Wednesday. 

Bishop Tuttle claimed the right by virtue 
of his office to arrange every detail for the 
service, and ordered that the programme 
be sent to him in advance. A sub-commit- 
tee prepared the programme and forward- 
ed it to the Bishop, who changed it by 
ordering that the Litany and Creed be 
said, instead of sung, as the programme 
announced. 

With the corrections, or revisions, the 
programme was sent back to the sub-com- 
mittee, who laid the matter before the 
Standing Committee. The latter body de- 
clined to respect the changes and ratified 
the programme as it was originally. They 
notified the Bishop to that effect, stating 
that while they did not care whether the 
Creed and Litany were said or sung, it was 
important as a precedent to assert the 
authority and dignity of the diocese, by in- 
sisting that the programme be carried out 
as proposed by the committee. 

On the day of the ceremony, while the 
3ushops and priests were robing for the 
consecration, the Standing Committee met 
in the parish house and again refused to 


recede. Bishop Tuttle again requested that 
the creed be said. They said that if it was 
a simple request and not an order they 
would comply. The Bishop assured them 
it was only a request. He then consented 
to the singing of the Litany. When the 
trouble was settled the procession was al- 
ready being formed. 

When the Bishop was asked later if he 
could insist on the same right in a diocese 
where there is a Bishop, and a coadjutor 
is to be consecrated, he answered that he 
would, 


VINDICATOR MINE DISASTER. 


Mine Owners Charge It Up to Miners 
and Offer $5,000 Reward for 
Perpetrators. 


CRIPPLE CREEK, Col., Nov. 22.—Sheriff 
Robertson, after investigating conditions in 
the sixth level of the Vindicator Mine, 
where Superintendent Charles McCormack 
and Shift Boss Beck were killed yesterday 
by an explosion, coincides with the state- 
ment of the officials of the company that 
a deliberate attempt had been made to 
wreck the shaft with dynamite, 

The Executive Committee of the Mine 
Owners and Operators’ Association has of- 
fered a reward of $5,000 for evidence lead- 
ing to the arrest and conviction of the 
perpetrators. In a published statement the 
committee says: 

“The killing of Superintendent McCor- 
mack and Melvin Beck was one of the most 
diabolical crimes that ever darkened the 
annals of Colorado, and is another step in 
the trail of blood which has been made by 
the Western Federation of Miners in this 
State, 

‘The time has passed for selecting fine 


terms in which to speak of these matters, 
and we do not hesitate to say that. this 
crime was devised and executed by the 
inner circle of this organization, 

“This statemenf is made only after a 
careful investigation of the facts.”

TO MARCH ON ISTHMUS 


Gen. Salazar Says an Army of 
100,000 Is Forming. 


PANAMA IS NOT ALARMED 


Notice Served on Malcontents by Pro- 
visional Government That They 
Must Leave the Country. 


PANAMA, Nov. 22.—Gen. Victor Salazar, 
formerly Governor of the Department of 
Panama, and who during the last revolu- 
tion was supreme commander ef all the 
Colombian forces on the Isthmus, has been 
requested to give his opinion concerning 
the present trend of affairs on the Isthmus, 
and telegraphs as follows from Palmira, 
in the Department of Cauca: 

Palmira, Nov. 21. 

I consider the movement unworthy and 
unpatriotic. I deplore it deeply because in 
each Panamanian I see a friend and broth- 
er, and because for that land I would wish 
only days of glory and welfare. The road 
it follows leads to suicide, and even now 
it is not too late to reflect and save Pana- 
ma the horrible consequences. 

The Departments of Cauca and Antioquia 
and the whole of Colombia, without politi- 
cal or social distinctions, will rise like one 
man to defend the national integrity. Gen. 
Uribe Uribe, Gen. Benjamin Herrera, and 
all Liberals have offered their services to 
the Government. An army of 100,000 men, 
now being organized and to be commanded 
by both Liberal and Conservative leaders, 
will soon march on the Isthmus.’ 

The fact that American help was asked 
for and accepted by Panama characterizes 
the movement as treasonable to the father- 
land, misleading in sentiment, and offensive 
to the national dignity. 

VICTOR SALAZAR. 

Since 1902, when Admiral Casey refused 
to permit transportation of Colombian 
troops on the Panama Railroad, Gen. Sal- 
azer has entertained a bitter dislike for the 
people of the United States. At that time 
he cabled through The Associated Press a 
sensational protest to the world against 
the action of Admiral Casey. 

Gen. Salazar is most influential among 
ihe younger element of the Colombians. 
He is courageous and energetic, but of a 
Quixotic nature, and probably believes that 
his statement that an army of 100,000 is 
being organized will stun the people of the 
new republic. El Duende in its last night's 
edition says: 

“The Panamanians alone do not fear the 
Colombians, but they fear them less now 


that they are assured of the aid of their 
Yankee brothers.” 

It is believed here that any organization 
of a big army by Colombia will result in 
the downfall of President Marroquin’s Gov-

by a combination of the Nationalists head- 
ed by former President Caro. 


COLON, Noy. 22.—A proclamation pub- 
lished on the street corners of Colon to- 
day invites all malcontents to leave the 
country at the expense of the republic.

TO PLEAD COLOMBIA’S CAUSE. 


Commissioners from the Department of 
Bolivar in Washington—Coming 
of Gen. Reyes.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The Commis- 
sioners sent by the Department of Bolivar 
in the Republic of Colombia to treat with 
the United States in regard to the seizure 
of the Isthmus of Panama by the United 
States arrived here to-day. They came by 
way of Galveston and New Orleans, 
had not fully informed themselves as 
the facts of the past three weeks on the 
Isthmus when they set foot in Washington. 

They have no credentials from the Co- 
lombian Goverment and, in fact, have no 
diplomatic status. They hardly know what 
they are here to propose or undertake to 
accomplish. The State of Bolivar under- 
taking to treat with the United States is 
very much as if South Carolina should send 
a Minister Plenipotentiary to the Court of 
St. James, 

he commission spent the afternoon in 
conference with Dr. Herran, the Colombian 
Chargé, but without reaching a definite 
plan as to what will be done during the 
stay in Washington. It is not likely that 
the commission will be presented at the 
State Department, and there is little that 
can be expected of its mission except 
the ceming and going of the three gentle- 
men who comprise it. 

‘rhe Commissioners have nothing to do 
with the St. Louis Exposition. They came 
here to take a hand in setting right the sit- 
uation on the Isthmus. When they left 
Cartagena they had little conception of the 
real purpose of the United States in refus- 
ing to allow the Colombian troops to land 
on the Isthmus. 

They did not suppose that this Govern- 
ment would seize the Isthmus, and thought 
that the need of the hour was only, to in- 
form President Roosevelt and Mr. Hay cor- 
rectly of the purpose of the revolution to 
get an understanding which would bring 
about « reconsideration of the canal treaty 
with Colombia which would set matters 
straight again. The fact that this Govern- 
meft had not only recognized the little Re- 
public of Panama, but had made a treaty 
with the new Government, was a surprise 
to the Commissioners. 

The visit of Gen. Reyes to Washington 
is looked forward to with peculiar interest 
here. He is at the head of a delegation 
sent by the Colombian Government. It is 
not unlikely that the delegation or com- 
mission will be presented at the State De- 
partment informally, but it may be ac- 
cepted as a. foregone circumstance it will 


be received by the President. 
nGen. Reyes is making the journey to’ this 
country at a time when it requires great 
determination on his part, as he is in very 
delicate health, according to private ad- 
vices here. He has also renounced the 
eandidacy for President when the election 
is but four weeks away. Being a man 
of great wealth,. his effort in behalf of his 
country at this time, when his physicians 
have counseled rest and quiet, is an act 
of more than ordinary patriotism.

SOUTH ORANGE, N. J., Nov. 22.—An- 
other daring attempt was added last night 
to the long list of highway robberies com- 
mitted on the Hilton Flats in South Orange 
Township within the past two months.

with a friend when the attempted hold-up 
occurred, but escaped by lashing his horse 
to a gallop. 

The robberies are committed by two 
masked men, who work with two large 
dogs that look like mastiffs.

The 
animal bolted and carried them to safety.

Americans Were Led Into an Ambuse 


cade—Another Expedition Against 


Insurgents Started. 


MANILA, Nov. 23.—Three hundred 
Moros are known to have been killed! 
and many others were carried off dead 
or wounded as @ result of. five days’ 
fighting in Jolo between the American 
troops under Gen. Leonard Wood and 
the insurgents. Major H. L. Scott of the 
Fourteenth' Cavalry and five American 
privates were wounded. 

Gen. Wood landed: near Siet Lake, -in 
Jolo, Noy. 12. The Moros were soon lo- 
cated, and fighting began immediately 
and continued until Nov. 17: 
~. Major Scott was taking Panglima Has- 


sen, the Moro leader, who had been 
taken a prisoner, to Jolo. While en 
route Hassen asked to be allowed to 
see his family. His appeal was granted, 
and he thereupon led Major Seott into 
an ambuscade, where the American de- 
tachment was fired upon. 

Major Scott was shot in both -hands. 
Elassen succeeded in escaping during 
this unexpected attack, but is ‘supposed 
to have been killed the following day. 

The fighting took place in a country 
covered with swamps and rocks. The 
Moros were driven across the country 
from Siet Lake to the town which Has-! 
sen had made his headquarters, and 
there it was reported the Moros were 
2,000 strong. 

The rebel position was attacked in the 
flank by the American troops, who occu- 
pied the town and inflicted a. loss of 
fifty killed on the Moros. Hansen, with 
a small party surrendered. 

The rest of the Moros went into the 
swamps, out of which they were driven 
on Nov. 16, leaving 76 dead behind them. 
On Nov. 17*the American forces -re- 
newed the attack on the remaining Mo- 
ros, of whom forty were killed. 

The rebel forces have been literally des 
stroyed by the operations, and Gen. 
Wood says the indications are that there 
will be no extensiOn ofthe uprising, 
which was handled without difficulty. 

On Novy 18 Gen. Wood started on an 
expedition against a body of 2,000 Moros 
who are in the mountains back of Tab- 
libi. No news has as yet been received 
as to the result of this movement. 

Gen Wood has under him two battal- 
ions of the Twenty-eighth Regiment, one 
of the Twenty-third Regiment, a pla- 
toon of Capt. George S. Satley’s battery, 
two troops of the Fourteenth Cavalry, 
and a detachment of engineers. 

Major Scott assisted with a force com- 
posed of three companies of the Seven- 
teenth Infantry, a platoon of Capt. D. J. 
Rumbough’s battery, and a troop of the 
Fourteenth Cavalry. 


WYOMING OUTLAW CAUGHT.

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TRUE INWARDNESS OF 
~ EXTRA SESSION’S END 


Certain Senators Seek to Put Pres- 
ident “in a Hole.” 


MR. CANNON FIGHTS. PLAN 


Chief Executive Finally Sides with 
Those Opposed to “arly Action 
on the Cuban Bill.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The “ true in- 
wardness” of the three-cornered contro- 
versy between the President, the Senate, 
and the House over the question of ad- 
journment next Wednesday has been that 
s0me of the Senators desired to put the 
President “in a hole,” that the Speaker 
desired .to protect him from the experi- 
ence, and that the President has recognized 
the futility of opposing the wishes of the 
Senate and has yielded. 

The President called an extra session of 

Congress to pass the Cuban Reciprocity 
bill. The House passed it. The Senate 
@ecided not to pass it until the regular 
session. The Speaker opposed this on the 
ground that it would convey to the coun- 
try the impression that there never had 
been any reason for an extra session, and 
that the President had acted rashly and 
without siffficient consideration in calling 
one. That is just the {mpression which 
those responsible for the adjournment pro- 
gramme wished to convey. 
. There has been a feeling among many 
Senators and Representatives that the call 
for one was a case of unnecessary “ strenu- 
osity,” and that the bill could just as well 
have been passed in a regular session. 
This feeling has not been so widely diffused 
in the country at large as some Senators 
would like to have it. 

The present programme is to have the 
extra session adjourn sine die on Wednes- 
day. Then the bill is to be voted upon and 
passed in the Senate on Dec. 17, ten days 
after the regular session opens. In this 
way the gentlemen originally responsible 
for the adjournment will, they hope, have 
made another demonstratién of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s tendency to perform official acts out 
of mere desire to be “always doing some- 
thing,” ‘as Senator Gorman puts it. 

The plan originated with the Democratic 
Senators, and the Republican Senators are 
about to avow that they had no hand in it, 
and would have liked to remain in session 
until the bill was passed, if the Demo- 
crats had only permitted them to do so. 
Novody can produce absolute proof that 
this is not true, but the fact that the Re- 
publican side is fairly honeycombed with 
Senators who enjoy nothing more than 
*‘teaching the President a lesson,”’ as they 

ut it, lends color to the belief_that their 
nstantaneous surrender to the Democratic 
demands was not very painful to them. It 
is, in fact, a united nate which has car- 
Tied through the adjournment programme. 

The Democratic ultimatum was simply 
that if Congress was kept in session, they, 
the Democrats, would talk up to the time 
of the adjournment, and that therefore the 
bill could not be passed at the extra session 
anyway; but that if an adjournment was 
taken they would offer no opposition to 
the taking of a vote ag 4 in the regular 
session.. The Republican. leaders promptly 
agreed, and ‘all arrangements were being 
made accordingly when the Senate struck 
a snag in the quarter where one was least 
expected—the House. 

peaker Cannon flatly declared that Con- 
gress should not adjourn. The deferential 
submission of the House to the Senate in 
past years has been such that the Senators 
were astonished at the revolt, but found 
no way to overcome it. It was a perfectly 
plain :proposition that the Senate could 
not terminate the session against the will 
of the House, and the plan to hold the 


President up to the country as an unduly 
strenuous person seemed in danger of col- 
lapsing. ’ 

The Speaker took his stand purely as a 
defender of the President. He told the 
Senators that it was very nearly an insult 
to the President, when the latter had sum- 
moned Congress to transact certain busi- 
ness, to adjourn twelve days before the 
time for convening the regular session 
without making even an attempt to trans- 
act that business. 

“The House,’ he said, “has done its 
part. The Senate should at least make an 
attempt to do its part.”’ 

Argument with the Speaker failed 
told the Senators that he would not permit 
the President to be so cavalierly treated, 
and that only by getting Mr. Roosevelt's 
consent to the plan could they change the 
attitude of the ouse.

PEONAGE IN LOUISIANA.

TYPHOID FOLLOWS DIPHTHERIA. 


New Epidemic at Elmira Reformatory 
Puzzles Officials. 

ELMIRA, N. Y., Nov. 22.—Typhoid fever 
has followed the dipththeria epidemic at 
the New York State Reformatory. Dr. 
Frank W. Robertson, General Superintend- 
ent, said to-day that three cases of typhoid 
had developed and one death resulted from 
the disease to-day. The victim was John 
Thomas, an inmate whose home is in Fall 
River, Mass. He had been ill only five 
days. 

There had not been a case of typhoid 
in the institution in two years, and Dr. 
Robertson is puzzled to know how it orig- 
inated. A bacteriological examination of 
the water will be made to-morrow to dis- 
cover if it is the source of the disease.

Whatever Gov. Odell desired to learn with 
regard to Ohio and its leaders’ position 
toward him came through Col. Herrick. 
And whatever Mr. Hanna wanted to know 
about New York he got from Senator Platt 
direct, and from Gov, Odell by proxy of 
Col. Herrick. 

It was declared last night that the Gov- 
ernor had been admonished by Senator 
Hanna through certain agencies that he 
would be performing a real public service 
if he would “be good and get in line,’’ 
and not “‘ keep plaguing’’ Senator Platt. 
Senator Hanna is believed to want a 
united Republican Party in New York 
whatever happens. 

Gov.-elect Herrick, when seen at the 
Waldorf last night, said: 

“T am not here as the advance agent of 


Senator Hanna as candidate for President 
of the United States to succeed President 
Roosevelt. I don’t believe Senator Hanna 
is a candidate to succeed President Roose- 
velit "’ 

“Ther is there no sentiment for Senator 
Hanna in Ohio that he shall run for Presi- 
dent next year, or is Ohio committed to 
Roosevelt? ”’ 

“You know Ohio declared for him at its 
State Convention.” 

With regard to himself, Col. Herrick said: 

"The Presidency, I believe, is beyond my 
limitations. I hope to serve the people 
who elected me to the best of my ability, 
and then retire.’’

FIGHTING CEMENT TRUST 


Contest Over an Alleged $1,200,- 
000 “Grab” in Tonto Dam. 


The Matter Now Up Before the Interior 
Department and May Be Brought 
Before Congress.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—An interesting 
contest is in progress between representa- 
tives of manufacturers of’ cement, who, it 
is said, have a combine to regulate and 
maintain prices, and the people of Arizona 
occupying lands in the Salt River Valley 
where an immense dam is to be constructed

for irrigation purposes. The work of con- 
struction has begun and is known as the 
Tonto Basin Dam. The estimated cost is 
and the Government is 
doing the work under the irrigation act of 
the last Congress, the cost to be returned 
ultimately by those for whom the dam is 
being constructed. This fact gives 
people a special interest in the work, and 


representative men of the Salt River Valley | 


have succeeded in preventing the Cement 
Trust from obtaining a contract for sup- 
plying cement at figures that were regard. 
ed as exorbitant. 

The controversy has been 
Secretary of the Interior, who will hear 
the parties interested on Tuesday next. 
The contention is that the Cement Trust 
demands $9 per barrel for the material 
while the Government can establish a plant 
near the work of construction and make it 
for $2.50 to $3 per barrel. Two hundred 
thousand barrels of cement will be re- 
quired in the work, and at the trust fig- 
ures the people of the Salt River Valley 
would be compelled to pay $1,200,000 in ex- 
cess of the sum for which the Government 
can manufacture the article on the ground.

could be obtained from the manufacturers | 


only upon payment of $9 per barrel inquiry 
was made on the part of the Government 
to learn whether an equally good article 
could be manufactured in the vicinity of 
the proposed dam and to ascertain the 
probable cost. It was found that materials 
were readily obtainable and in immense 
quantities close by the location of the dam. 

The Interior Department, therefore, au- 
thorized the erection of a plant and 
expenditure of $100,000 for that purpose. 
Thereupon the representativés of the ce- 
ment manufacturers and the railroads that 
would carry cement if purchased from the 
trust made vigorous protest, insisting that 
it was contrary to sound public policy for 
the Government to enter into competition 
with private manufacturers. 

These gentlemen through their represen- 
tatives now here declare that unless the 
Interior Department shall suspend opera- 
tions on the pliant under construction for 
the manufacture of cement they will take 


the matter to Congress and ask for the 
passage of a bill directing that the work 
shall cease, 

The Arizona people are represented here 
by B. A. Fowler, President of the Water 
Users’ Association of Salt River Valley, 
and of the Phoenix Board of Trade. Mr. 
Fowler is also interested in a bill presented 
to one to authorize the issuing of 
bonds for constructing a road between 
Phoenix and the Tonto Dam. 

Mr. Fowler explained that the Tonto 
Dam will be the largest in the world. Its 
height will be 230 feet and many million 
acres of arid lands will be reclaimed 
through its agency. 

Conditions similar to those at the Tonto 
Dam exist in other parts of the arid West 
where great irrigation pre ects are in con- 
templation, some of which have been de- 
cided upon, Colorado, .Jdaho, Montana, 
Utah, and Wyoming are deeply interested 
in this contest. If cement can be manu- 
factured near dam sites many reservoirs 
will be built which would not be undertaken 
if cement must be hauled from San Fran- 
cisco, Kansas, and other States, thus add- 
ing to the cost of the material,

LABOR UNIONS MAY 
GO INTO POLITICS 


Central Federated Union Applauds 
the Suggestion. 








Appoints Committee.to Draw Up a La- 
bor Platform After Listening to 
British Delegates. 





Through Henry Hand, delegate of the 
Carriage and Wagon Makers’ Union, the 
Central Federated Union was stampeded 
yesterday in favor of going at once into 
independent politics. ‘The meeting had 
just listened to addresses by William Mul- 
lin and James O’Grady, the fraternal dele- 
gates from the British Trades Union Con- 
gress to the Convention of the American 
Federation of Labor, now in progress in 
Boston, who had referred to the number 
of men the trades unions had been able 
to return to the British Parliament, and 
had received a vote of thanks for the re- 
marks, -when Delegate Hand jumped to 
his feet. 

“Why can we not go into politics?’’ he 
said. ‘“‘Here we have the trades unions 
in England returning their own members 
to Parliament to take part in the passing 
of laws. I now move that we appoint a 
committee of fifteen, composed of five 
Socialists, five Democrats, and five Repub- 
licans, to draw up a suitable labor platform, 
so that we can go at once into the forma- 
tion of an independent party.” 

“‘Hooray!” shouted several delegates, 
whiie others applauded vociferously. 

“Has any one seconded the motion?” 
asked the Chairman, aghast. 

““I second it! ’’ shouted voices from every 
part of the hall. 

The Chairman glanced round helplessly 
and, demanded: 

** How am I to appoint the committee? ”’ 

“You will have to find out the politics 
of the delegates by asking them! ’”’ shouted 
a Socialist, whereat there was Socialist 
applause. 

A delegate, who had not spoken before, 
jumped to his feet and said: 

“The fraternal delegates have talked 
a good deal about Socialism without defin- 
ing Socialism. Now, I want to know what 
Socialism is.”’ 

“You are out of order,’’ ruled the Chair- 
man. 

The delegate persisted in demanding a 
definition of Socialism. No one vouchsafed 
any information, 

“T’ll tell you my definition of Socialism,” 
he said, answering his own question. ‘' So- 
cialism is ‘ equality.’ ”’ 

This luminous definition was greeted with 
shouts of derisive laughter by the Social- 
ist delegates, and that ended the discussion. 
The motion to appoint the committee of 
fifteen was then carried. 

Before this discussion took place the fra- 
ternal delegates were given the privilege 
of the’ floor. The first of them, William 


Mullin, spoke at some length on Socialism 
and its relations with labor unionism, and 
this, it appears, was what actuated the 
new delegate in asking for a definition of 
Socialism. Mullin said among other things: 

‘“*As to the Socialists I hold the opinion 
of my own that the world is big enough 
to have in the trades unions men with dif- 
ferent kinds of oy essive ideas, but in 
trade unionism the interest of the trades 
unions should be paramount. In my own 
organization there are men who aré Tories, 
Liberals, Liberal Conservatives, Radicals, 
unionists, and Socialists. The Socialists 
have not been allowed to force their social- 
ism as part of our programs unless it 
was in the interest cf trade unionism. 

“ At the present time with the many de- 
cisions against trades unions we are really 
in a state of chaos. We cannot say how 
far we can go as to picketing and strikes. 
The laws hold that the unions are respon- 
sible for the acts of their men and their 
agents, and our union funds are in danger. 
We are, therefore, trying to get as many 
of our members ‘into Parliament as possi- 

e , 


James O'Grady, the other fraternal dele- 
gate, spoke for a full hour. is remarks 
chiefly concerned the advances made by 
the trades unions in England, and com- 
parisons between the English and the 
American trade-unionists’ methods. He 
paid a warm tribute to the progress of this 
country, and predicted that it would be the 
greatest country the world ever saw.

in this city of the George A. Fuller Com- 
pany, by which the following are among 
the buildings affected: New Amsterdam 
Theatre, Mercantile Building, Butterick 
Building, and THe NEW YORK TIMeEs’s new 
building. It was stated yesterday that the 
strike may be extended to the contracts of 
the Fuller Company in other cities. 

There was considerable vagueness as to 
what the proposed international strike 
against the Iron League may amount to. 
With Samuel J. Parks out of the way, the 
only head to the strike movement is Pres- 
ident Bfichanan of the International Asso- 
ciation of Bridge and Structural Iron- 
workers, who will be in this city for sev- 
era] days to take charge of affairs. The 
strike against the Fuller Company does 
not meet with the favor of the section in 
the union which is in favor of going back 
to work on any terms, in the belief that 
the fight is a losing one. It is believed 
also that the locals in Pittsburg and other 
places will take the same action as they 


did when the international strike was or- 
dered several weeks ago, and refuse to 
quit work. 

Members of Local No. 2 said that the pub- 
lic was confused as to what an interna- 
tional strike meant. An international strike 
in this case does not mean a strike of the 
16,000 or 20, structural iron workers 
throughout the country, but means simply 
@ strike against members of the Iron 
League who have contracts throughout the

second, and the Thirty-third Assembly Dis- 
tricts, and so much of. the Thirty-fourth 
Assembly District as is on Manhattan Isl- 
and. 

The section indicated is substantially all 
that lying north of the: northern limit of 
Central Park, save that.on the west side 
it ‘comes south to Eighty-first Street, be- 
tween Central Park West .and Columbus 
Avenue, to Eighty-sixth Street, between 
Columbus and Amsterdam Avenues, and to 
Eighty-eighth Street west of Amsterdam 
Avenue. Of the 106 places of public wor- 
Ship, 87 were Protestant and 19 Roman 
Catholic. The population of these Assembly 
districts is at this time 438,065, estimated 
on the basis of the ratio of growth since 
1900 as laid down by the Federation of 
Churches. 

it was found that 6n a pleasant Sunday, 
when almost everybody had returned to 
town, 100,961 persons attended all places of 
public Christian worship, all services. This 
number included the children who came to 
public worship, but. did not include Sunday 
schools. It is 23.047 per cent. of the popu- 
lation 

Membership of all Protestant churches 
in. the district covered, 87 in number, is 
36.670. These are according to the official 
records’ of the churches themselves, and 
are actual communicant members. If for 
purpyses of comparison this number be 
multiplied by 3%, to. get the Protestant 
population, as is done by the Federation of 
Churches, the number is 128,345. On the 
Same basis, and also official, the Roman 
Catholic population of the district belong- 
ing te 19 churches is 92,560. 

The Protestant population of the yeni 3 
$s 29.3 per cent. of the total, and on the 
Sunday when the count was made it was 
found that 8.8 per cent. of the total popu- 
lation was present in the churches. The 
Roman Catholic. membership is. 21.1 .per 
cent, of the population, and on the pleasant 
Sunday named 14.2 per cefit. of the popula- 
tion attehded the churches. 

No count was made of attendance at 
Christian Endeavor, Sodality, and similar 
meetings, having special members. No at- 
tempt was made to ascertain how many 

ons attend two services during the day. 

n the London enumeration it was reck- 
oned that 3% per cent. attend twice. That 
is, out of each 100 persons who come to 
public worship in the morning 35 come 
again in the afternoon or evening. Indi- 
eations in New York are that this estimate 
is too high. 

Of the 38,750 persons who attended Prot- 
estant services, 20,458 were in the morning 
and 18,262 in the evening, or afternoon if 
the* second service was held in the after- 
noon. In the 19 Roman Catholic churehes 
the morning attendance, from the early 
masses up to and including the 11 o'clock 
one, for all were counted, the total attend- 
ance ‘was 55,261. In the afternoon and 
evening the attendance was 6,950. 

If Protestant population be counted at 
128,345, then Protestants got into their 
churches all day 32 per cent. If actual 
membership be counted, their attendance 
or exceeds 100, for they had in all 

.750 persons, whereas their actual com- 
municants in the district number only

GERMAN DAY CELEBRATION. 


United Societies’ President Says Ger 
mans Here Are Best Guarantee of 
Peace with the Fatherland. 


With orchestral mtsic and gymnastic 
drills and dancing the United German 
Sccieties of New York celebrated ‘‘ German 
Day ’’—commemorating the first landing of 
the Germans in this country, over 200 years 
ago—at the Grand Central Palace yester- 
day afternoon and evening. Streamers 
wore strung from the centre of the ceiling 
in all directions, and the galleries hung 
with the National colors. 

Dr. H. A. C, Anderson, President of the 
United German Societies, made an address 
at the opening of the celebration, in which 
he said: 

‘In unity there is strength. If we Amer- 
icans of German descent were united, fully 
united, how quickly would ancient preju- 
dices vanish, how quickly would there be 
a clean sweep of Puritanical notions be- 
longing to a fofgotten past. And while 
we as a union do our share in making the 
modern spirit of liberality take the place 
of narrow-minded intolerance, we also pyo- 
tect our adopted country, the precious 
homestead of uncounted nationalities, from 
the danger of losing its character of being 
a free country. 

“A year ago I mentioned in my address 
that we desired nothing which would be 
derogatory to the interests of the country. 
I said: ‘ Far be it from us to arise in oppo- 
sition to our American fellow-countrymen, 
No, we want to work in brotherly harmony 
for the welfare of all the people and for 
the prosperity of our great and glorious 
country.’ To judge by occurrences of .the 
past year, there is unfortunately in this 
great city, with its immense German popu- 
lation, an element which has rudely re- 
jected this brotherly offer. This element 
and some of our Anglo-American news- 
papers seem to take pleasure in pronounc- 
ing us second-class citizens, insulting and 
ridiculing us. We reply that we do not 
consider them Americans in the true sense 
of that honored appellation. 
“Our demand in regard to the teaching 

the German language in our public 
schools is just; we did not ask “for it be- 
cause we were Germans; no, we want to 
secure for our children the best practicai

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DENOUNCED IN CHURCH 


Dr. Mackay Urges the Passage of 
Stringent Laws to Check Them. 


Says in 1902 in New York 458 Persons 
Were Killed as Compared with 
138 in’ London. 


The Rey. Dr. Donald Sage Mackay yes- 
terday morning at the Collegiate Church, 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-eighth Street, 
preached a-sermon on ‘‘ The Perils of the 
Street,”’ in the course of which he quoted 
figures of comparison between the num- 
ber of deaths and injuries due to traffic 
accidents in New York and London. The 
minister answered the question of 
‘““whether the wholesale slaughter of little 
children is unavoidable’’ by stating the 
fact, proved by statistics, that in the year 
1902, in London, there were 138 persons 
killed, while during the same year in New 
York 458 persons met death from traffic 
accidents. ; ° 

He commended the police for their work 
in recently improving conditions, and ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the agitation 
against reckless driving of cars and_vehi- 
cles is being carried on by the newspapers. 

Dr. Mackay asserted that it is the duty 
of the Church to utter a warning word 
against the almost criminal carelessness 
with which human life is sacrificed day 
by day in New York. 

"The pavement,” said he, “is the only 
playground of the children of the poor, and 
in grasping the only opportunity for health- 
ful exercise, they are open to the possi- 
bility of a violent death. The .facts gath- 
ered by the newspapers show that at least 
600 people are killed outright and 3,000 dis- 
abled every year, more than twice the 
number killed or wounded.in all of the rail- 
road accidents throughout the country. 

“The average driver, defiant of author- 
ity, apparently destitute of humanity, is 
absolutely indifferent. It is an outrage 
to see how helpless women have to rush 
to get out of the way of those ruffians 
on the box who seem to regard public 
highways as places to exploit their brutal 
indifference to human life. It would al- 
most seem that anarchy and not law, had 
become the modern rule of the road. 

“The police are helpless to remedy mat- 
ters unless a strong public sentiment is 
behind them to correg. abuses, chief among 
which is incompetence of wagon drivers. 
The boy driver is not the only. offender, as 
there are men whose use of the whip clas- 
sifies them cs incapable. Why should it 
not be possible to pass an ordinance by 
which every driver shall be required to be 
dulv licensed, after he has given evidence 
of his ability to handle a team of horses? 
Let it further be enacted that no driver 
shall cross any avenue or round any cor- 
ner at full speed. and for the infringe- 
ment of those ordinances let the penalty 
be sufficiently severe.”’ 

In taking up the question of the moral 
peril of the street, Dr. Mackay stated that 
New York ts in a far healthier condition 
in this respect than London and Paris.

The law bearing upon this point, which 
was passed at the One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-sixth session of the Legislature, reads 
in part as follows: 

‘Where a judgment has been recovered 
wholly for necessaries sold, or work per- 
formed in a family as a domestic, or for 
services rendered for salary owing to an 
employe of the judgment debtor, and where 
an execution issued upon said judgment 
has been returned wholly or partly unsat- 
isfied, and where any wages, debts, earn- 
ings, salary, income from trust funds, or 
profits are due and owing to-the judgment 
debtor or shall thereafter at oodky nue and 
owing to_him, toan amount exceea...

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THE PRESIDENT. 

It rests with the Senate of the United 
States to check the President in the path 
of madness and danger which he is fol- 
lowing, with a visibly increasing disre- 
gard of law. He has hurt the good name 
of the Nation by a flagrant breach of 
treaty obligation. He now intends a 
dangerous executive usurpation of pow- 
er, For the injury already done, to our- 
selves and to the victim of our wrong, 
but an imperfect reparation can be made. 
It is in the power of the Senate to avert 
the graver mischief of the wrong in con- 
templation. 

The President, aided by the Secretary 
of State, has planned to carry through to 
the end his policy of territorial aggres- 
sion and canal building upon the Isthmus 
of Panama without further authority 
from Congress than is contained in the 
act of June 28, 1902, now by reason of 
fundamental change in conditions be- 
come insufficient if not altogether void. 
That act is annexed to the treaty with 
Panama, just signed by the Secretary of 
State. It is referred to in the preamble 
in a way that at once discloses the inten- 
tion of the Administration to proceed 
without consulting the will of the House 
of Representatives. The act authorizes 
the President “ to pay for the property of 
the New Panama Canal Company $40,- 
000,000 and to the Republic of Colombia 
such sum as shall have beef agreed upon, 
and a sum sufficient for both said pur- 
poses is hereby appropriated out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise ap- 
propriated, to be paid on warrants drawn 
by the President.” If the Hay-Varilla 
treaty is ratified by the Senate the Pres- 
ident can snap his fingers at the House 
and at the country. He will forthwith 
proceed to exercise all the powers grant- 
ed in the act, and “ warrants drawn by 
the President ” will pay the bills. 

We think it will be the opinion of good 
constitutional lawyers and of safe lead- 
ers of both parties in Congress that this 
would be a plain usurpation of power. 
The act of June 28 was enacted in con- 
templation of no such state of affairs as 
is now presented to view on the Isthmus 
and at Washington. In its secong sec- 
tion it declares that “the President is 
hereby authorized to acquire from the 
Republic of Colombia, for and on behalf 
eof the United States, upon such terms as 
he may deem reasonable, perpetual con- 
trol of a strip of land, the territory of 
the Republic of Colombia, not less than 
six miles in width, extending from the 
Caribbean Sea to the Pacific Ocean.” 
Granting that Mr. Hay is upon solid 


legal ground when he sets up the doc- 


trine that all statutory and treaty pro- 
Visions relating to the canal “run with 
the land,” and that the word Panama 
may here properly be substituted for the 


word Colombia, it must still be clear 


that that doctrine is not of unlimited 


range and applicability. It might cover 
a change of name accomplished by polit- 
ical events involving on our part neither 
complicity in the past nor risk of costly 


complications in the future. We have 


made this new republic. We have bro- 


ken treaty faith with Colombia and have 
gone to the very verge of war with her 
in making it. We treated her once as a 
friend, we have now made her our 
enemy. In Bogota there is talk of war 


to reclaim the Isthmus. Our treaty 


guarantees Panama against assault.’ If 
we ratify it as it has been drawn we 
shall sooner or later beéome involved in 
war with Colombia, if not with other 
South American republics. But Congress 
alone can declare war. Shall the Presi- 
dent be allowed under the authority of 
an obsolete act to put us in a position 
inviting almost certain war? 

If the Senate has not become drunk 
with the heady wine of territorial ad- 
venture that now fires the blood of the 
Administration it will so dispose of the 
treaty that the House of Representatives 
will have the opportunity to review and 
wanction or arrest the policy of the Pres- 
ident. The Constitution forbids appro- 
‘priation of money for the army for 4 
longer term than two years. The Presi- 
dent has planned to force Congress into 
a position where it must stand impotent- 
ly by and see him draw from the Treas- 
ury $50,000,000 of the public funds ap- 
propriated for canal purposes eighteen 
months ago under conditions and ex- 
pectations that have passed away. When 
_the $50,000,000 has been spent he will 
call upon the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue $130,000,000 in bonds, also au- 
thorized by the act. Beyond that, the 
policy of the President is manifestly de- 
structive of our hopes of building up a 
profitable trade with the Central and 
South American republics! The House 
-of Representatives may well wish to 
‘take such a policy under consideration. 
“It may have reachéd the conclusion that 
‘we are paying much too dear for our 
_canal A smirched reputation, the possi- 
bility of wars, the loss of trade, the re- 











sponsibilities not to be meastired which 
we shall assume by our guarantee of the 
sovereignty of the new republic set up 
by our own acts of bad faith and ex- 
posed to rapacious assault by other 
treaty-breaking powers—these are ribt 
matters to be overlooked in our rush and 
recklessness. 

The Senate should amend the treaty: by 


punging all reference to it. The House 
should assert its prerogative to re-ex- 
amine our canal policy in the light of 
recent momentous developments, 
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UNCTION IN REMINISCENCE. 

The high candor and open-mindedness 
of Senator Grorcr F. Hoar have often 
been exhibited on the floor of the Sen- 
ate, where his impatience of party tram- 
mels and the unaffected joy with which 
he seizes every decent occasion for sup- 
porting the political principles of Tuomas 
JEFFERSON have made him famous as 
the leading Independent Republican of 
his time. His noble scorn of’ partisan- 
ship and his unconquerable propensity 
for looking fairly at both sides of every 
question were never so luminously pro- 
jected into secular space, however, as in 
the two big volumes of his “ Autobiogra- 
phy,” just published. We shall quote two 
iliustrative examples: 

The Republican Party, whatever its 
faults, since it came into power in 1860, 
has been composed in general of what is 
best in our National life. States like Massa- 
chusetts and Vermont, the men of rural dis- 
tricts in New York, the survivors and chil- 
dren of the men who put.down the rebel- 
lion and abolished slavery, saved the Union, 
and paid the debt and kept the faith, and 
achieved the manufacturing independence 
of the country, and passed the homestead 
laws, are on that side, and in general they 
give and will hereafter give direction to its 
counsels. On the other hand, their antag- 
onist has been, is, and for an indefinite 
time to come will be controlled by the for- 
eign population and the criminal classes of 
our great cities, by Tammany Hall, and 
by the leaders of the Solid South. 

This is pretty fine, particularly the 
tribute to “the men of rural districts in 
New York,” that unselfish and incor- 
ruptible yeomanry of Republicanism of 
which Grorcr RAINES, GEORGE W. AL- 
DRIDGE, H. J. CocemsHant, and “ Lou” 
PaYNn are or have been saintly types and 
leaders. But in another passage the 
Massachusetts Senator flies higher and 
shines brighter. He is speaking of Mr. 
ScHURZ: 

I deeply lamented his action in swpporting 
Mr. CLEVELAND, and contributing what was 
in his power to, the defeat of the Repub- 
lican Party on two occasions—a defeat 
which brought so much calamity to the 
Republie. 


Where would the venerable Senator 
find solace and support if the dire calam- 
ity of still another election of Mr, CuEvz- 
LAND to the Presidency should be visited 
upon this Republic? We hope Mr. Hoar 
will live many years to dignify the de- 
bates of the Senate and adorn the pagés 
of The Congressional Record. But we 
advise him to fortify his mind and soul, 
to pray daily for strength to endure 
calamity. The party that is composed of 
the “best in our National life” has a 
most uncertain year before it. 








CANADIAN INDEPENDENCE. 

The traditional loyalty of the Cana- 
dian, who is believed to be at heart more 
British than the Englishman, is so far 
unsettled by recent events that the Do- 
minion Government has decided to appeal 
to the British Parliament for what will 
amount to a complete severance of rela- 
tions with the mother country. The de- 
mand is for independent treaty-making 
power in all matters affecting Canadian 
interests. This, of course, grows out of 


the ruling of Lord ALvserstong in the 


Alaska boundary arbitration. If such 
authority were given its exercise would 
at once involve another step—that of en- 
tire independence and the cancellation of 


all relations between the Dominion and 


the mother country. Only sovereign 


States can make treaties with sovereign 
States. It is not likely that Great Brit- 
ain would assume any résponsibility for 
the protection of Canadian interests un- 


der treaties made and concluded at Ot- 


tawa, nor give any guarantees that such 


treaties would be respected in London 
to the disadvantgege of British interests. 
As the value of such treaties would de- 
pend upon the ability of Canada to ob- 
serve their provisions without reference 


to British’ preferentes or interests, the 


Powers with which she might seek to 
make them would naturally regard with 
suspicion the existence of even a trace of 
the colonial relation, in the presence of a 
Governor General appointed by the 
crown and in any other limitations still 
remaining under the acts of Parliament 
which have established & practical Ca- 
nadian autonomy, ‘ 

However angry they may be, we do not 
believe the people of Canada are quite 
ready for a Declaration of Independence. 
There is, after all, a comfortable sense of 
security in the colonial relation, however 
tenuous, 80 long as it gives the substan- 
tial protection of the British flag in time 
of need. It is a fence which makes for 
g0od neighberhood with this somewhat 
strenuous Republic, and we doubt if the 
people of Canada are quite-ready to have 
it pulled down. It should need nothing 
more instructive than the Panama inct- 
dent to show them that the colonial re- 
lation has many and conspicuous advan- 
tages and that to surrender it would be 
@ grave mistake,

A QUESTION OF ETHICS. 

Senator Dierricu is not to be con- 
gratulated upon the situation whiéh his 
friends are making for him in cofnec- 
tion with the result of what is assumed to 
have been his willingness to make mer- 
chandise of his influence as a Senator- 
elect. The idea that he can clear him- 
self of the accusation of,,accepting a 
valuable consideration for a service 
which his election permitted him to ren- 
der does not seem to have ocotrred to 
anv of those who are discussing the le- 
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gal aspects of his position, It may be! than those of the extreme Western

he accepted such consideration is con- 
ceded by them. It is now suggested that 
if he pleads that the act alleged was 
committed’ before he became a Senator 
of the United States he cannot be con- 
victed under the Federal statute, since 
it does not apply to private citizens. 
There would be no moral vindication in 
such an escape from the penalties of the 
law, and should he avail himself of it 
the resignation of his Senatorial office 
would be a necessity of his position. 
The ethics of the question are not in 
the least embarrassed by the fact that

it was nearly six months after the al- | 


leged transaction that he qualified as a 
Senator. If his influence had a money 
value at the time, when it is said to 
have been worth $500, it was because he 
stood in such a relation to the Post 
Office Department as to enable him to 
secure an appointment for a man who 
wanted it and was willing to pay for it. 
This relation could have grown out of 
nothing except the fact that he would 
presently be in a position to entitle 
him to consideration by the Postmaster 
General. That he was not then a Sena- 
tor might stop prosecution under the act 
which makes the acceptance of a bribe 
by a public officer a crime, but it in 
no way changes the character of the 
act alleged that it is not specifically 
punishable under a statute which re- 
lates to something else. 

The most hopeful and generally sat- 
isfactory fact in connection with this un- 
fortunate incident is stated in a dispatch 
from Washington to the effect that 
Senator DieTrRicnu refuses to avail him- 
self of any technical evasion of respon- 
sibility, but will start at once for 
Omaha to surrender to the civil author- 
ities and demand an immediate investi- 
gation. This “rings true.” We sincere- 
ly hope that his apparent confidence is 
well founded, and that he will be able 
to show that he has been misrepresent- 
ed, and that superserviceable friends 
have sought to put him in a false po- 
sition which he does not need to take 
in order to answer the charges against 
him. 











COLOMBIA. 

Advice to the Colombians may seem to 
come with very bad grace from Ameri- 
cans, but certainly among those Ameri- 
cans who cannot agree with the Adminis- 
tration in its present policy the hope will 
be general and sincere that President 
MaRROQUIN, his Government, and his 
people will not throw away the great 
moral advantage of their present position 
by warlike undertakings in any quarter, 
or by overmuch talk of war. 

They cannot make war on the Isthmus 
without involving us in it. In that event 
sentiment in this country would be 
turned against them. It would be an 
irreparable mistake. 

Their only hope, the only chance of 
righting the wrong, lies in the sober sec- 
ond thought of the American people. 
We are to have a Presidential election 
next year. The Panama adventure will 
be an issue of the campaign. The whole 
transaction will come up for review. 
Then, or before then, there may be a 
change of opinion*here, Colombia should 
do nothing to prejudice her case. 








THE COST OF LIVING. 

The conclusions of Mr. Carroiit D. 
Wricnt from studies made to determine 
the cost of living are stated briefly as 
follows: 

It is a safe and conservative conclusion 
that the increase in the cost of living, as 


a ——— 


a whole, in 1002, when compared with the | 


year of lowest prices, was not over 16.1 
per cent. This assumes, of course, always 
the purchase of the same articles and the 
same quantities in years of low prices, 
low wages, and more or less irregular ¢m- 


ployment, and in years of higher prices, 

higher wages, and\steady employment, 
This would seem to show that the pe- 

riod of maximum industrial and com- 


mercial activity was highly favorable to 
labor, since the advance in wages from 


1895 to 1902 was very much more .than 


16 per cent. In 1890 the average cost of 
food pet family of 5.31 persons was 


$318.20. In 1896, the year of lowest 
} prices, it was $206.76. In 1902 it was 
$344.61. On the average the family ex- 


penditure for food represents 42.54 per 
cent, of the total living expenditure, The 


comparison for three years, 1890, 1806, 


and 1902, of the wholesale prices of arti- 
cles of universal consumption other than 
food makes the following showing:

The average family expenditure for the 
necessities of Hving is highest in the 
North Atlantic States and lowest in the 
South Central States. The tables show 
that the wage earners of the North At- 
lantic States, with an average income 
of $834.83, expended for food 5.82 per 
cent, more than those of the North Cen- 
tral States, where the average industrial 
income was $842.60; 9.68 ver cent. more 


was $891.92; 13.21 per cent. more than 
those of the South Atlantic States, where 
the average income of labor was $762.78, 
and 15.51 per cent. more than those of 
the South Atlantic States, with average 
incomes of $715.46. Such figures are in- 
teresting from the. statistical point of 
view. but they are not especially valu- 
able for the reason that they are not in- 
structive. 


AS OTHERS SEE US. 

The expressions of British opinion 
upon the Panama business which have 
been sent across the ocean cannot be 
gratifying reading to the President and 
the Secretary of State. The desire to 
cultivate good relations with us and to 
think well‘of us is undoubtedly preva- 
lent in Great Britain. There is a sec- 
tion of the British press which dis- 
sents from it, but it is not that sec- 
tion from which we hear. We have noth- 
ing from The Saturday Review, noth- 
ing from The Globe, nothing from any 
of the other journals, if any other there 
be, which think or find it “ good busi- 


friend which the cable inflicts upon us, 
and they are’ more poignant in propor- 
tfon as they are faithful. 

The London Outlook weakens the 
force of its criticism by a mistaken ref- 
erence to “the packed court into which 
Canada considers she was tricked in 
the Alaska business,” but it makes no 
mistake when it says: “It has be- 
come abundantly evident that the game 
played was the most unholy game of 
dollars and subornation, and ‘the good 
name of the United States was felt to 
be seriously prejudiced. Not to mince 
matters, this latest example of Ameri- 
can hustling has produced a very bad 
impression in this country, and has left 
a nasty taste in the mouth.” 

Neither does The London Graphic speak 
without moderation or without warrant 
when it says: “ We regret exceedingly 
that President Rooseve.tT has allowed 
the fair name of his Administration to be 
smirched by a transaction so utterly at 
variance with the most elementary prin- 
ciples of public law and international 
morality.” The Morning Leader is 
equally justified when it says that “‘ the 
very free and easy way in which the 
revolution was abetted and the treaty 
secured forms one of the most remark- 
able proceedings recorded in internation- 
al history.”

The sting of such remarks as these is 
deepened by the evidence they bear that 
those who make them do so reluctantly, 
and would rather speak of us well than 
ill. But the real sting of them lies in 
their truth.

This is something Quite different from 
the familiar platitudes in which labor 
leaders have endeavored somewhat in- 
sincerély and disingenuously to estab- 
lish the thesis that the interests of em- 
ployers and employed are not necessarily 
antagonistic, that when “ capital” 
surrenders completely and uncondition- 
ally to organized. labor, and does in all 
things what it should—i. e, what the 
unions wish done—harmony will exist 
and everything will be tranquil. 

Is this a correct statement of the 
views of organized labor as to the rela- 
tive position of the two forces to the 
industrial conflicts of the time? If so, 
it will materially clarify the situation and 
define the issue concerning which so 
much doubt now exists. There is room 
for discussion as to whether the inter- 
ests of the opposed parties are correct- 
ly. stated, but that is beside the fact 
The issues of every conflict are, after 
all, what the parties to it think aro 
the issues, and what they are prepared 
to work for and fight for. 
critics who only think they have caught us

——Fierce as is the enmity and bitter as 
is the jealousy against Gen. Woop that 
exist in several quarters, his foes might 
well have the grace to regret that he has 
been placed on trial for his life in Washing- 
ton while he is serving his country on the 
other side of the world and can neither hear 
nor answer the witnesses whose safety his 
absence increases, even if it does not in- 
crease their courage. That it is no exag- 
geration to say that the General is now on 
trial for his life, that, rather, the state- 
ment is an understatement, will be clear to 
all who remember that a soldier’s life is his 
reputation and that death would be a wel- 
come alternative to its loss. It is, there- 
fore, not necessary to believe that Gen. 
Woop in Cuba proved himself to have a 
resplendent and infallible genius for mili- 
tary administration or to claim that the 
rapidity of his promotion is calculated to 
encourage and confirm the patriotic devo- 
tion of the other officers, of longer and bet- 
ter experience and at least equal merit, over 
whose heads his amazing flight has car- 
ried him, to feel that now he is suffering a 
cruel wrong—an actual, if not a technical, 
violation of his right as a freeman to con- 
front his accusers. Of course it is not the 
fault of Gen. Woop’s critics that Senatorial 
judgment of his acts and character has 
been demanded at just this time, when he 
is so far away, and also, of course, the 
perils of his present service in some degree 
counteract the disadvantage of his tnabil- 
ity to speak in his own defense, but none 
the less is there injustice in the existing 
situation, and the empty pretense of a se- 
cret investigation does nothing to dimin- 
ish it, 





—There will be a sigh of relief all over 
the country at the news that the Supreme 
Court of Nebraska, in declaring immaterial 
and brushing aside a plea that a certain 
contention was unreasonable—it related to 
Bible reading in the public schools, but 
never mind that—has ruled that the right 
to be unreasonable is guaranteed by the 
Constitution. To be sure, the Supreme 
Court of Nebraska doesn’t settle quite 
everything for quite all of us, and one 
might wish that so noble and convenient a 
principle had been warranted to stand with- 
out hitching by an ultimate instead of a 
penultimate authority, but this decision is 
at least a glorious beginning, and it gives 
cause for hope that what now is only well 
established will in good season come to be 
as immovable as a mountain. Most of us 
want to be unreasonable often, some of us 
cannot help being so most of the time, and 
nobody has any deep, true, and instinctive 
enjoyment in being anything else. There- 
fore is the Nebraskan announcement bound 
to be intensely popular, particularly as it 
formulates a right, not a duty, and leaves 
anybody with a queer taste for trying dan- 
gerous experiments full freedom to be as 
reasonable as his morbid inclinations sug- 
gest. At first thought the ruling seems to 
preclude any more legal proceedings 
against people like the “ Christian Scien- 
tists,"’ but that is: not so, since it is one 
thing to be unreasonable, even as unreason- 
able as the Eddyites are, and quite another 
to commit misdemeanors and felonies de- 
fined and forbidden by law. Indeed, we can- 
not see the slightest objection to the pro- 
nouncement of the Nebraskan Solons.

C. R. Edwards of the War 
Department. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Philippine 
commerce and the effect of the enforce- 
‘ment of the Congressional act, requiring 
; the foreign and coastwise trade to be con- 
fined to vessels floating the American flag 
after July 1 next, are given prominence 
in the annual report of ‘Col. Clarence R. 
Edwards, chief of the Bureau of Insular 
Affairs of the War Department, made pub- 
lic to-day. 

At the present time Philippine commerce 
is carried in British ships to the extent 
of 59 per cent. of the foreign trade of the 
islands. Other foreign vessels carried prac- 
tically the femainder of this commerce, 
leaving only 3 per cent. to American ves- 
sels, A fleet of at least eighteen Ameri- 
can ships is being constructed, and the 
prediction is made that, despite the appre- 
hension now felt, American ships will be 
ready to mke the place of foreign vesseis 
without seriously inconveniencing the ship- 
ping interests. 

The enforcement of this act, however, 
with reference to the coastwise trade pre- 
sents a much more difficult problem. There 


wise trade of the islands. Of this num- 
ber, only twenty-two are American ships. 
With the whole number of ships now par- 
ticlpating in this trade, the tonnage is said 
to be entirely inadequate, and the passen- 
ger service wretched.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—The trade re- 
lations between the United States and 
Cuba, present and past, are the subject of 
a document just issued by the Department 
of Commeérce and Labor through its Bu- 


rtau of Statistics. The United States im-

value the United States exfrts to Cuba. 
This has been due to the fact that Cuba 
has happened to be the producer of two

trade between the United States and Cuba 
would show a record against Cuba instead 
of against the United States.

WARNED PRESIDENT LINCOLN. 


Bishop Thomas Bowman, Then Senate 
Chaplain, Had a Foreboding That 
Booth Would Kill Him. 


Special to The New York Times. 

EAST ORANGE, N. J., N@&. 22.—Bishop 
Thomas Bowman of Hast Orange, the old- 
est living Methodist Episcopal! Bishop, who 
has just passed his eighty-sixth birthday, 
has just made public a story in whictt he 
tells how he warned President Lincoln that 
he was in danger of being assassinated by 
John Wilkes Booth five days before the 
tragedy occurred. Mr. Lincoln laughingly 
made light of the warning, and a few days 
later laid down his life. 

Bishop Bowman was Chaplain of the 
United States Senate at the time, and one 
morning was about to open the Senate 
with prayer when he saw Booth enter the 
room. Later he saw Booth prowling about 
the Capitol buildings and White House, 
and became convinced that his presence 


there boded ill for Mr. Lincoln. He made 
inquiries concerning the man, and then 
went to Mr. Lincoln. The President smiled 
in his kindly manner, and told the clergy- 
man that he did not believe that any one 
would attempt his life. A day or two later 
Bishop Bowman went to his home in St. 
Louis. Hardly had he arrived there when 
the news of the assassination came. 


COMMUTERS MAKE A PROTEST. 


Road’s Harlem River 
Branch Patrons Present a For- 
mal Complaint. 


Many patrons of the Harlem River 
branch of the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford Railroad have signed a petition 
protesting against what they claim are 
the intolerable conditions suffered by trav- 
elers on the line. The recent change in the 
time table brought the complaints to a 
climax, but previous grievances are re- 
vived by the petitiorers in framing their 
protest. 

Yumerous business men of New York 
City make their homes at New Rochelle, 
Pelham Manor, and other stations along 
the branch. They claim there is no ex- 
cuse for the poor lights, inadequate toilet 
room facilities, incessant delays, and other 
annoyances, inasmuch as the Harlem 
branch is known to be one of the com- 
pany’s most profitable divisions. A partic- 
ular ground of complaint, they declare, 
lies in the fact that the rates of commu- 
tation are about double those on the road’s 
main line. The protesting pefition, which 
will be sent both to the company’s execu- 
tive officers and to the State Railroad 
Commission, says in part: 


Our observation convinces us that these delays 
are due to no abnormal conditions, but are caused 
solely by the incompetent and unjustifiable meth- 
od of handling freight traffic on this branch of 
the road. Freight trains have the right of way 
over passenger trains, or are sent out so short 
a time before the passenger trains that delays 
have become the rule.

Walter Damrosch Conducts to a Large 
Audience and Makes Remarks. 





The experience of managers and con- 
ductors in relation to Sunday concerts in 
New York seemed to have been reversed 
yesterday afternoon at the first concert of 
the New York Symphony Orchestra, given 
under the direction of Mr. Walter Dam- 
rosch in Carnegie Hall. Here was a new 
organization seeking to add to the already 
full list of the orchestral concerts in this 
city with .a series of performances of a 
class of music that has never, under the 
most favorable circumstances, been able to 
attract the attention of music lovers on 
the first day of the week, and collecting 
an audience that completely filled Car- 
negie Hall, . 

It was an audience that stayed only 
Slightly diminished in numbers to the end 
ofa mceert long in itself and protracted 
beyond the. accepted length of such occa- 
Bions by the explanatory and critical re- 
marks that Mr. Damrosch delivered upon 
the music to be played. There were, of 
course, exceptional circumstances that 
might account in large measure for the 
fact that this Sunday concert, so far in its 
aims from the “‘ Sunday concert” that has 
become a typical New York institution, 
Bhould meet with such success at the out- 
set—curiosity touching the new organiza- 
tion for one thing and the “‘ Parsifal’’ seleo- 
tions for another; as well as various other 
forces that tended to bring about an unu- 
Bual welcome. / 

The orchestra, in which appeared a num- 
ber of new faces, played with remarkable 
energy and spirit,.and Mr. Damrosch gave 
@ reading of Dvorak’s ‘‘ New World” sym- 
phony that was admirably worked out in 
@li details of tempo and dynamics, fresh 
and vigorous in,feeling, sometimes verging 
on boisterousness, but also showing some 
fine and delicate nuances at the other ex- 


treme. Its tonal quality in gone of its 
choirs was of the most. bedutiful; the 
strings have muscularity, but little sen- 


suous charm; the brasses are sometimes 
rude, and the wood wind—alas! the wood 
wind showed the inevitable tendency to 
play out of tune. 

The selections from ‘‘ Parsifal"’ were the 
prelude, the processional of the Knights of 
the Grail from the first act, which Mr. 
Damrosch had arranged for orchestra by 
putting the chorus for male voices upon an 
extra choir of trombones; Amfortas’s_la- 
ment from the first act. sung by Mr. Bis- 

ham, and the ‘‘ Good Friday Spell’ from 

e third act. The second and third num- 
bers are excerpts not well known in con- 
cert performances, and no doubt their an- 
nouncement, with the other selections, was 
& potent attraction, in view of the forth- 
coming production of the drama itself. But 
their performance showed, what perhaps 
scarcely needed showing, that they are pe- 
culiarly ill-adapted for presentation apart 
from their proper sufroundings upon, the 
stage. And certainly the processional music 
should be played nowhere with bells, or 
their répresentatives, so distressingly out of 
tune as they were yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Bispham sang the Amfortas music 
with cincerity and dramatic expressiveness. 
He also gave several of Dvorak’'s cycle of 
gyoey songs to Mr. Damrosch's exceeding- 
y vigorous and highly colored accompani- 
ment upon the pianoforte, and to them 
added one more from the same set in re- 
sponse to the applause which his singing 
aroused. He was not in his best voice, but 
he put much pith ard significance into 

hese remarkable songs, which are among 

orak’s most. characteristc writings. 

An unusual feature of the concert which 
seemed to be appreciated was Mr. Dam- 
rosch’s remarks. He began by thanking 
the audience for the support it had given 
the undertaking at it@ outset, about which 
there could be no doubt, and then went on 
to discuss the symphony in terms that 
could very well be questioned. He denied 
that there was any specifically American 
music; denied that negro music had any 
title to be considered such; declared that in 
writing mustc-infiwenced by that element 
in American life and by the music of the 
Indians, Dvorak had not written “‘ Ameri- 
can’’ music. The only theme that could be 
called Ameérican that he had alluded to in 
“Three Blind Mice ’’—and 
that was English. 

Furthermore, as a Bohemian, Dvorak had 
put into the ‘“‘New World’’ symphony 
only the impressions of a Bohemian in 
this country—the last movement evidently 
representing his view of the conglomerate 
mass of different nationalities that con- 
fronted him here. The controversy as 
to. the Americanism of Dvorak’s symphony, 
which raged with some violence at the time 
of its first production in New York has 
recede@ well into the background, but 
the showing of those who maintained it— 


and Dvorak himself in one way or 
another’ was one of them—has been so 
generally paceptee that, the questions 
Yaised seem rather belated. 


Mr. Damrosch also: spoke of “ Parsifal"’ 
and the ideas it embodies in a way that 
was likewise not calculated to gain un- 
walified acceptance. His remarks as to 
he singing of the text im English by Mr. 
Bispham, however, met with spontaneous 
applausc; it was time that we realized that 
we had an English language, and that it 
Was better to understand operas in Eng- 
lish than to misunderstand them in Ger- 
man. As to which, there was uch less 

portunity of dispute than as tod his pre- 

ous remarks.

McADOO EULOGIZES 
MANCHESTER MARTYRS. 


Mgr. Mooney Presides at Carnegie Hall 
Mass Meeting — Imprisonment of 
Col. Lynch Denounced. 


Carnegie Hall was filled with an audi-~ 
ence of Irish sympathizers last night to 
commemorate the deaths of Theobald 
Wolfe Tone and the Manchester martyrs, 
Aflen, Larkin, and O’Brien. Wolfe Tone 
died in a British prison on Nov. 19, 1798, 
and Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien. were 
hanged in Manchester, Nov. 28, 1867, for 
participation in a Fenian riot. 

The fact that on the platform were Cath- 
erine A. Maxwell, a great great-grand- 
daughter of Wolfe Tone; Capt. Edward 
O’Meagher Condon, who participated with 
Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien in the Fenian 
uprising, and who was present at their ex- 
ecution, and Dr. Thomas Addis. Emmet 
and William Temple Emmet, descendants 
of Robert Emmet, added to the enthusiasm 
of the audience and furnished further in- 
spiration for the speakers. Mgr. Mooney, 
Vicar General of the Archdiocese of New 
York, presided. 

Resolutions of protest in regard to the 
imprisonment of Col, Arthur Lynch, whom 
ex-Assistant Secretary of the Navy Will- 
iam McAdoo@described as ‘‘the only pris- 
oner of war in Great Britain or South 
Africa to-night,” was put and carried. 

Mer. Mooney made a short address, in 
which he spoke of the present improved 
condition of Ireland. ‘‘ She has a new light 
in her eyes,” he said, ‘and glad tidings 
on her lips, which tell of the new joy 
which is in her heart.” 

Mr. McAdoo delivered an oration on the 
“Manchester Martyrs.’ Although the Fe- 
nian ‘movement, he said, had been called 
by some wild and unpracticable, and by 
others even criminal, no other Irish move- 
ment, he contended, had produced such tre- 
mendous results. 

From the felon’s cell in which England 
had placed Wolfe Tone, Mr. McAdoo said 
'* she had reaped fearful harvests—11,000,000 
enemies in the United States and an un- 
ceasingly rebellious Ireland.” One result of 
the movement, he continued, was that an 
English King, for the first time in 700 


years, had been forced to visit Ireland and 
confess that the Irish were a distinct 
yeople. 

The oration on Wolfe Tone was delivered 
by Dr. John G. Coyle.

' NOTED PASTOR DROPS DEAD 


The Rev. J. M. Pullman Dies After 
Sermon at Lynn, Mass. 








Apoplexy Ends Career of Brother of 
Late George M. Pullman 
of Chicago. 





LYNN, Mass., Noy, 22.~After his return 
home from church service this morning 
the Rev. Dr. James Minton Pullman, who 
was a brother of the late George M. Pull- 
man, dropped dead from apoplexy. Dr. 
Pullmah was the pastor of the First Uni- 
versalist CAurch In this city, which is in 
the largest parish of that faith in the 
United States. 

Dr. Pullman, who was sixty-seven years 
old, felt ill this morning when he went to 
his church to conduct services, He 
preached a sermon, however, making an 
effort to overcome his weakness, He be- 
came worse at its conclusion, but pro- 
ceeded with the service. As it was nearing 
its closo he was almost overcome in the 
pulpit. 

He went immediately to his home after 
the congregation had been dismissed, and 
told his household of his illness, Although 
he did not believe it serious, the family 
was alarmed and a messenger was sent for 
a physician. 

Dr. Pullman did not consider that he was 
in danger, and remained up about the 
heuse. After a time he started to go up 
stairs to his room, but dropped dead on the 
stairway, just as the physician arrived. 

Dr. Pullman was a native of Portland, 
N. Y. His studies for the ministry were 
curyleted at St. Lawrence University, Can- 
ton, N. Y., from which he was graduated 


in 1860. He was called to the First Uni- 
versalist Church of Troy, N. Y., in 1861, 
and served as its pastor until 1868, when 
he accepted a call from the Sixth Uni- 
versalist Church in New York City. 

He was the organizer and first President 
of the young en's Universalist Associa- 
tion of New York, in 1869, and was elected 
Secretary of the Universalist General Con- 
vention In 1868 and 1877. He was also 
President of the New York State Unit- 
verralist Association and Chairman of the 
Publication Board of the State Convention. 
He came to Lynn in 1885 to take the 
First Church. 

He was active in other ways. He was 
President of the Board of Charities of 
Lynn, President of Dean Academy, at 
Frauklin, Mass.; Director of the Massachu- 
setts Prison Association, & member of 
the National Civil Service Reform League 
from its inception, and of several other 
organization. e was the author of numer- 
OUs essays, 

A widow and son survive him. 


JOHN L, JEROME DEAD. 


One of the Founders of the Colorado 
Fuel and iron Company Suc- 
cumbs to an Opiate.

DENVER, Col., Nov. 22.—John L. Jerome, 
one of the five men who built up the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron Company, was found 
dead in bed at his country home at Buf- 
falo Park this morning. The Coroner has 
determined that death was due to an over- 
dose of an oplate taken accidentally, and 
there probably will be no inquest. 

Death seems to have followed the men 
who lost control of the Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany since the change a few months ago. 
A. C. Cass, J. E. Kebler, and Mr. Jerome 


have died, Mr. Kebler only two days ago. 
Col. D. C. Beman, Becretary of the com- 
pany, is i) almost to the point of death, 
and Mr. Osgood is traveling, hoping to re- 
store his shattered health. 

Thus have the five founders of the com- 
pany and the men who held its highest ex- 
ecutive offices been stricken all within the 
few months that have elapsed since they 
gave up theie financial battle with Dastern 
men.

States Attorney General undér the Admin-

Judge Nixon was born in Cumberland 
County, N. J., in 1838. He graduated from 
Princeton University in 1858, and for twen- 
ty-one years was Solicitor of Millville. He 
was appointed Judge of the Court of Er- 
rors and Appeals by Gov. Griggs in 1886, 
and in 1900 was appointed Judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court by Gov. Voorhees. 


DEATH LIST OF A DAY.

BALTIMORE, Nov. 22.—Gen. George H. 
Steuart, a noted Confederate commander, 
died at his home near Annapolis to-day, 
aged seventy-six. 

Gen. Steuart was born in Baltimore in 
1828 and was graduated at West Point in 
1848 At the beginning of the civil war 
he resigned his commission and entered 


the Confederate Army. His father; George 
H, Steuart, owred one of the largest es- 
tates in Southern Maryland, near An- 
napolis. 

As.a Captain, Gen. Steuart, at the open- 
ing of hostilities, commanded six compa- 
nies of Maryland troops at Harper's Ferry 
and directed the destruction of the Gov- 
ernment buildings when the Confederates 
evacuated the place. 

In March, 1862, he was commissioned 
Prigadier General, and wag in many bat- 
tles, including Gettysburg. He was wound- 
ed at Cross Keys and was captured at the 
battle of Bloody Angle. Subsequently he 
"was exchanged and resumed the field. 

He leaves two daughters, Mrs. Edmund 
Davis of Narragansett Pier and Mrs, Liebig 
of Atlantic City.

Princeton’s Champion Team — Eastern 
and Western Schoolboys to Play 
Here for the Championship. 





Yale’s victory over Harvard should af- 
ford some sort of solace to the followers of 
the Blue for their defeat by Princeton the 
‘week before, but none the less they are 
bitterly disappointed, for all season they 
regarded “with easy confidence their pros- 
pects as the champion eleven of the East- 
ern gridiron—a confidence that had a rude 
@wakening when the Yale men lined up 
against the Tigers. No one denies that 
&@gainst Princeton Yale had no small meas- 
ure of ill luck, which did its share toward 
defeating the Blue. But this ill luck was 
evened up pretty much by the good luck 
Which came to the New Haven men on 
Saturday, when the fortunes of chance 
Were all against Harvard. Fumbles, 
‘blocked kicks, misses for goals from the 
field—this sort of playing which Yale 
showed against Princeton was equally 


shown by Harvard against Yale, and in 


each instance the misplaying and ill luck 
did much to affect the final result of the 
contest. 

There is every reason, therefore, for Yale 
men to bless Yale luck—the proverbial, so 
far as the Harvard match is concerned. As 
@ matter of fact, the Crimson, considering 
her record of defeats and poor playing pre- 
Viously this season, did not do half badly 
against so sturdy an opponent. Indeed, it 
isnot saying too mucn to credit Harvard 
With exceeding the hopes of her admirers, 
none of whom, of course, anticipated for a 
moment a Harvard victory, and most of 
whom expected a more decided conquest for 
Yale. And the reasons for this belief are 
not far to seek when it is remembered that 
Harvard only the week before was beaten 
by Dartmouth, and had previously gone 
down before Amherst, and narrowly es- 
caped defeat from the Indians. 

There. is, therefore, much credit due the 
Crimson for holding Yale so well and dis- 


playing such a change of form. To be 
Ng ment Yale’s giants down the field at 
the finish of the game—<cu aavance the ball 
Within a few yards of a score and lose it 
on. a fumble and to show sufficient power 
to force Kinney out of the game—these may 
afford Harvard some consolation. 
It has not been a Harvard year on the 
idiron, , and under these circumstances 
aturday’s game was more than creditable. 
With the Yale-Harvard game over it is 
practically vale to the football season of 
1903, and it is interesting to note the prob- 
able ranking of the teams, though of course 
a final consideration of their different mer- 
its is impossible until the season is entirely 
over in fact, as well as in sentiment. 
Princeton, of course, is entitled beyond 
dispute to rank as the champion eleven of 
the season just finishing. iad Harvard 
beaten Yale there might have been a 
chance, of course, for doubts as to whether 
Harvard or Princeton had really the better 
team, but Yale’s victory removed all pos-

Not until the 
game with Yale was Princeton’s goal line 
crossed. 

Second among the big elevens must come 
Yale, which beat Harvard, and yielded only 
to Princeton. That ranking cannot be

OCEAN-RACING SCHOONERS. 


Yachtsmen Enthusiastic Over Two- 
Stickers, and Their, Contests May 
Become as Prominent as the 
Big Sloops. 


Since the last international yacht can- 
test between the Reliance and Shamrock 
III. was sailed, off Sandy Hook, there has 
been considerable talk among yachtsmen 
prominently identified with racing of div 
recting their attention in the future to 
the classes for schooners. These men are 
great admirers of the speed and durability 
of the recently=#built two-stickers, and are 
much interested in the proposed ocean race 
next year, for which Emperor William of 
Germany will offer a valuable trophy. 

So enthusiastic have a number of active 
and wealthy yachtsmen in New York and 
Eastern waters become over the merits of 
schooners that it is believed the class will 
develop into as mucn prominence as the 
large class of sloops or those of the class 
eligible to sail for the America’s Cup. ; 

Experts, however, do not believe that 
ocean contests wil have much effect on 
the international cup races as they are 
now sailed. In fact, the opinion is ex- 
pressed that ocean racing, as proposed in 
the large schooner class for next year, will 


not furnish,as fair a test of speed as is 
shown in the races for the America’s Cup 
under the present deed of gift. 

Many yachtsmen contend tnat in an ocean 
race a craft has difficulty in keeping imme- 
diate company in a race of 3,000 miles or 
over, because of a tendency to lose sight 
of each other ir storms or tn darkness. 
Then begins the feature of luck, it is fur- 
ther contended, for afterward or as long 
as the boats do not sail in close com- 
pany, one vessel “yf have the wind light 
from southeast and be sailing:on an east- 
ern course, while another one may be hull 
down to the northward, with the wind 
blowing fresh from the west. 

On t other hand, it seems to be the 
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general opinion that. more even conditions 
prevail when two yachts are racing in 
such places as. the Sandy Hook course, the 
rival yachts never ‘being so very far apart.

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THE FINANGIAL MARKETS 


Last week's. markets were dist'n- 
guished by an amusing quantum of bear 
fictions actompanied by a decided im- 
provement in prices. In the latter re- 
Spect there have been few weeks this 
year so favorable, leaving nothing to be 
desired beyond some improvement in 
intrinsic conditions as @ solid basis for 
menipulative improvement. As yet the 
marking up of stocks has not attracted 
the: general public, and business remains 
strictly. professional, 

No fewer than 109 stocks moved as 
much as.a point, and only fourteen fell. 
This was reflected fully in the dozen 
most active properties, of which Steel 
preferred alone closed lower, and that 
only by 5% Pennsylvania was the most 
active property among the market’s 
leaders, and rose 15% upon sales of about 
a half million shares. Large as is this 
volume of business, by comparison with 
other weeks it points to a much better 
distributed market, although also a 
much smaller aggregate compared either 





with the previous week or year. The 
price movement was further distin- 
guished by comparatively few wide 


changes, but among them may be men- 
tioned a rise of over six in Toledo, St. 
Louis and Westérn preferred, which 
Was among the specialties chosen to lift 
the list upon scantly explained advances. 
Southern Pacific was among them also, 
but it lost much of its advance, as the 
manipulation was not artistic enough to 
be convincing. 

In the bond market 47 descriptions ad- 
vanced a point or more, and only 9 de- 
clined. There was no such decrease of 
activity among the bonds as among the 
stocks. Upon the contrary, the bond 
market was the most active for the 
corresponding week in several years. 
This is the more remarkable as a similar 
tendency noticed some weeks since had 
disappeared, blighted by a firmer money 
market. The money market of the week 
was the season's highest, 8 per cent. be- 
ing reached, but the effect upon the 
bond sales was not as before. Steel 
5 per cents were the most active, and 
advanced 35%, closing at 69%. Their 
maximum was 72. Wabash Bs ranked 
next in activity with an advance of 
1%. In stocks, as in bonds, the busi- 
hess was rather better distributed than 
recently, denoting an inquiry over a 
wide range.

ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 

LONDON, Nov. 22.—The unexpectedly 
brisk revival of business on the Stock Ex- 
change during the past week is attributed 
in large measure to the revolution on the 
Isthmus of Panama and the recognition of 
the new republic, as well as to the signing 
of the canal treaty by the United States 
Secretary of State and the Panamanian 


Minister_at Washington. It Is.belleved that 
the $40,000,000 appropriated for the pur- 
chase of the canal territory will be tem- 
porarily employed in New York and will 
ease the money market there. 

The revival in business has also been as- 
sisted by the better outlook in South Africa, 
based on the issuance of the Blue Book 
containing the report of Henry Birch- 
enough, who was sent as a special Com- 
missioner to inquire into the present con- 
ditions and prospects of British trade in 
that country, and who declared that “ the 
extent to which South Africa has come to 
the front as a great market for the ex- 
ploitation of British manufactures is al- 
most startling.’"’ The revival is further 
grounded on the report of the South Afri- 
can Labor Commission, which confirms the 
necessity of procuring labor abroad and 
which is regarded indirectly as favoring 
the introduction of Asiatic labor. 

Altogether the chances of a general up-

CANADIAN GRAIN STORAGE. 


Increased Facilities for Handling the 
Cereals in Northwest Territory. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PORT ARTHUR, Ontario, Nov. 22.—Grain 


Storage and elevator capacity in the Cana- ’ 


dian Northwest is increasing very fast. 
Grain handling firms at Winnipeg are 
building houses along the lines of the Cana- 
dian Pacific and Canadian Northern and 
their branch roads. Interior terminals at 
Winnipeg are to be erectcd on an impor- 
tant scale, and terminal facilities here 
have doubled in the year. Up to this Fall 
the storage capacity of the Canadian 
Northwest has been so small that farm- 
ers have been compelled to rush grain to 
market and accept what prices were of- 
fered. 

There is now an interior elevator capacity 
at stations in Manitoba and the Northwest 
Territories of 24,500,000 bushels. This is a 
gain in the year of 6,500,000. Winnipeg 


and milling points between it and Lake 
Superior have 1,500,000 bushels capacity, 
and a single firm is planning to erect at 
once fireproof storage at Winnipeg of 
2,500,000 bushels more. At the Canadian 
Lake Superior terminals of Port Arthur 
and Fort William there is now 13,700,000 
bushels capacity against 7,000,000 a year 
ago, and this large amount of room is to 
be much increased by another Fall. It is 
not yet sufficient to care for the increased 
crop of the Canadian Northwest. 

New and large flour mills have been put 
up this year all through the Territeries 
and Manitoba. There are now mills of a 
capacity for 3,800 barrels daily in Manitoba, 
for 3,300 in the Nerthwest Territories, and 
here and at Lake of the Woods 11,000 bar- 
rels more. These mills have double the 
capacity of a year ago. 

heir growth in trade is very largely 
from the Orient. They ship to China and 
Japan in quantity, and are not able to 
supply the demand from that region. This 
trade is expected to increase with rapidity, 
and to cut a large figure with the quantity 
of Canadian Northwest grain surplusage 
for export to Great Britain. 

The crop of this year has been a disap- 
pointment, in both yield and quality. Much 
of it was frosted, which brought down 
the grade. Prices have been good, and 
demand excellent. The outlook, as report- 
ed officially, is for a larger acreage by 
about 33 per cent. for 1904. The whole 
country west of Winnipeg appears to have 
been plowed, and field work was never 
So ac vanced in the Fall as this year.

DR. F. G. BLINN TRAPPED. 


Arrested at Pisto! Point—Medical Soci- 
ety and the District Attorney’s Office 
Worked Together. 


, Dr. Frank Gray Blinn, who conducts a 
Sanitarium for women at 165 West Forty- 
seventh Street, was arrested yesterday. 
Many complaints have been received during 
the past few months by the Medical Society 
of the County of New York in regard to the 
character of the operations performed by 


Dr. Blinn, the Gerry Society and the Board 
of Health being among the complainants. 

The arrest was the result of a carefully 
“worked out scheme between Champe S&S. 
Andrews of Hill, Sturcke & Andrews, coun- 
sel for the Medical Society, and the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office, a scheme which cul- 
minated successfully and somewhat dra- 
matically shortly after 12 o'clock yesterday 
in Dr. Blinn’s office. 

After a consultation with the District At- 
torney’s office Mr. Andrews obtained the 
services of Edwin Watkins, a student at the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons in this 
city. For these services Mr. Watkins re- 
ceived nothing. He represented himself 
as a Dr. J. Sterling Loomis of Bayonne, 
and a correspondence, conducted by Mr. 
Andrews's office, was opened up between 
the fictitious Dr. Loomis of Bayonne and 
Dr. Blinn. The Dr. Loomis wrote that he 
had a young woman patient upon whom :t 
Was necessary to perform an operation. 

Dr. Blinn, Mr. Andrews said, wrote back 
that he would perform the operation for 
$500, and that “Dr. Loomis’’ would re- 
ceive $100 as a commission. Mr. Watkins, 
or “ Dr. Loomis,’’ arranged that the opera- 
tion should take place yesterday morning 
at 11 o'clock. 

Accordingly, shortly before that hour, the 
woman who was to be the patient, Assist- 
ant District Attorneys Lord and Corrigan, 
Patrolmen Rappolt and O'Farrell, who are 
attached to Deputy Commissioner Piper's 
office, and Henry Fritchman and Burton, 
who are attached to the District Attorney's 
cffice, met at the Park Circle. The woman, 
Fritchman, who represented himself as hav- 
ing an interest in her, and ‘‘ Dr. Loomis ”’ 
drove to Dr. Blinn’s sanitarium in a cab. 
Rappolt and O’Farrell stationed themselves 
on the street opposite the house, and the 
two District Attorneys with the others were 
near at hand. 

The so-called patient was placed on the 
operating table. Five one-hundred-dollar 
bills, of which the several numbers had 
been recorded, were handed to Dr. Blinn by 
“Dr. Loomis.’”’ Dr. Blinn was just on the 
Brite of administering chloroform when 

ritchman interposed, covering Dr. Blinn 
with a revolver. There was an antique desk 
near the doctor, and in one of the pligeon- 
holes was his revolver, which he reached 
for. Fritchman was too quick for him and 
forced him down into a Morris chair. ‘‘ Dr. 
Loomis” took Fritchman’s whistle, and 
opening the window blew it to summon 
those waiting outside. 

Dr. Blinn made another attempt to es- 
cape through the window, but was again 
foiled. When the other officers entered the 
doctor and a nurse, who gave her name as 
Mary Miller of Flushing, were placed under 
arrest. The doctor was forced to give up 
the $500. They were taken to the West 
Forty-seventh Street Station, Dr. Blinn be- 
ing handcuffed. 

District Attorney Jerome gave it as his 
opinion that the man could be held for the 
attempt to perform the illegal operation, 
even df the operation was not actually per- 
formed. 

Dr. Blinn whs bailed out early in the 
evening. A bond was furnished by James 
Hand, a junk dealer, of 533 West Fiftieth 
Street. Hand went to the residence of 
Magistrate Hogan and there swore to the 
bond, which was taken to the station house

Over 5,000,000 Bushels in Elevators at 
Zenith City.

DULUTH, Minn., Nov. 22.—There is more 
flaxseed in store here now than was ever 
gathered in one placa in the history of the 
world’s trade, between. 5,000,000 and 6,000,000 
bushels, worth about as many dollars. It is 
coming along at the rate of-1,250,000 bushels 
a week, and is going forward Prices are 
15 to 18 cents a bushel under a year ago.

TO REVIVE OUR SHIPPING. 


Interest Displayed in the Movement in 
Many Interior States. 


“There is a remarkable awakening in the 
Western States to the importance of re- 
building our merchant marine,”’ declared 
Aaron Vanderbilt, Chairman. of the Board 
of Trade and Transportation's special-com- 
mittee on this subject, yesterday. ‘‘ Let- 
ters and resolutions are. pouring. in from 
commercial organizations in all parts of the 
country in response to the educational. cam- 
paign which the committee has been con- 
ducting.”’ 


What pleases Mr. Vanderbilt more than 
anything else are the emphatic resolutions 
adopted in the interior States, such as Ohio, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, and even Nebraska, The 
committee has committed itself to no special 


ery for reviving the country's shi ping, 
ut stands on the broad proposition that it 
should and must be revived. Not a dissent- 
ing note has been heard by the committee. 

Many of the commercial bodies express 
their intention to co-operate with the com- 
mittee in any steps it may advise and re- 
quest that such information may be’sent as 
will enable them to do so. The committee 
is making a compilation of the views ex- 
pressed in this mass of correspondence with 
a view to its effective use whenever the 
occasion demands. Mr. Vanderbilt expects 
that the oaneees, will come up during the 
present Congress. He said: 

“In order not to incumber our.campaign 
with any particular plan, we have so guided 
it that it is a free-for-all discussion. We are 
not committed to free ships, bounties, sub- 
sidies, or discriminating duties, but desire 
that all may be fairly considered. When 
the people show a preference for one pla 
or another, that is the plan we will demand.’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—During the last 
twenty-four hours a barometric depression has 
moved rapidly south of east from the British 
Northwest Territory to Minnesota, attended by 
rain or snow in Montana, North Dakota, Minne- 
sota, and the Lake Sugerior region. 

The barometer has fallen rapidly on the At- 
lantic Coast States, with light rain in New Jer- 
sey, Eastern Pennsylvania, and Eastern New 
York, and Iight rain or snow in New England.

given out on Sunday than on any other 
day. This open violation of the Sunday 
law ought to be sufficient criminality to 
make the Commissioner of Police ask his 
under specimens of negligence and complic- 
ity with crime some striking questions, or 
go to Berlin and study how to make a city 
decent and law worth the paper it is writ- 
ten upon. This saloon has been running 
all day Sunday for weeks and months and 
years. The policemen know it and must 
be in with it. But this method of mocking 
of the law and making criminals is not 
rapid enough, and to it the boldness of 
the devil has added the damning of the 
prisoners after they are lodged in the jail. 
For these passes, in most instantes, mean 
that the purchaser of them and the flask 
of whisky is to carry the liquor into the 
jail to some prisoner. 

“If government is worthy-the name it 
will with the speed of lightning find out 
who is to blame, and with the same speed 
of lightning lay the penalty on the guilty 
back. Before twenty-four hours have 
passed that saloon ought to be forever 
abolished and its owner brought to jus- 


tice.” 

Dr. Myers supplemented his-sermon with 
the statement that, in company with three 
detectives of the Society for the Enforce- 
ment of Criminal Law, of which he is the 
head, he visited the saloon opposite the 
entrance to the jail, on Raymond Street, 
yesterday afternoon. He and his com- 
panions, he said, represented that they 
wished to visit the jail, and had no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining passes. The preacher 
said that he would take the evidence 
which he claimed to have obtained before 
the Grand Jury 

When Sheriff * Melody was seen last night 
he seemed indignant at the statements 
made by Dr. Myers. 

“TI never issued passes to this saloon 
peeper or to —y other saloon keeper, to 

be given out in his place. I do not know 
the man Dr. Myers refers to, and have 
never seen him. I was never inside of his 
place. The statement that I myself was 
ever =. the saloon business is absolutely 
false. asses have been given out in this 
saloon q ‘75 nothing about it. 

“About two months ago I noticed that 
more passes were being taken up at the 
jail entrance than I had issued. It had 
been my custom to leave from forty to 
fifty passes in a drawer in my desk in the 
office, so that they might be given to peo- 

le who wished to visit friends or relatives 
tn the jail. When I discovered that there 
were more passes being used than had ap- 
parently been given out, I questioned my 
clerks about the matter. One of them 
told me that a bundle of about fifty passes 
had disappeared from my desk. Where 
those passes went to I could not learn. As 
there are many people enter my office 
every day to look over the records, it would 
not have been a difficult matter for any 
one to have stolen these passes. 

“After that I made it a rule to leave no 
more than seven or eight signed passes in 
the office at a time. If more passes are 
being taken up at the jail than are issued, 
the extra ones are either forgeries or have 
been stolen from my office. I intend to 
start an investigation of this matter the 
first thing in the morning.” 

Warden McLaughlin of Raymond Street 
Jail said that he never heard of any passes 
being issuec in the saloon, and did not 
think any were given out there. 

“So far as I know,” he said, ‘‘ the only 
passes presented here are obtained at the 


Sheriff's office.’ 

Deputy Police Commissioner Ebstein said 
that he had never received any complaint 
or report that the excise or any other law 
was being violated at the saloon in ques- 
tion. 

“This is the first I have heard of this 
jail pass matter,"’ he added. “I shall make 
an investigation in the morning.”’ 

The saloon opposite to the entrance to the 
jail is at the corner of Raymond Street 
and Lafayette Place. John Atkinson is un- 
derstood to be the proprietor of the place. 
When he was seen last night and told of 
the statements made by Dr. Myers he re- 
fused to discuss them. 

“‘T have nothing to say abgut the mat- 
ter just now,”’ he said. 

Several years ago an alleged exposé of 
jail pass abuses, also involving a saloon near 
the jail, was made. It was claimed at that 
time that a regular business of issuing 
passes was carried on in this saloon; that 
men could go into the place, buy a glass of 
beer, and get a pass to the jail, if one was 
desired. It was alleged that these passes 
were signed with the name of a member 
ns i the old Kings County Board of Super- 
Visors. 


A FOOTBALLERS’ HOSPITAL. 


Head of a London Institute Describes 
Its Purpose—His Views of the 
American Game. 


Prof. John F. Atkinson, President of the 
Footballers’ Hospital and Institute of Lon- 
don, who has been in this country and 
Canada for a few weeks’ visit, returned to 
New York yesterday after a trip to Bos- 
ton, where he saw the Yale-Harvard foot- 
ball game. The Footballers’ Institute, of 
which he is the head, is an institution de- 
voted to the treatment of injuries of foot- 
ball players along lines of his own, which 
consist in manipulation of bruised and dis- 
placed tendons and muscles. Outside of the 
football season, the hospital is open to 
other athletes, including cricketers and i 
oarsmen. Prof. Atkinson also extends his 
work to jockeys and even to race horses. 

Prof. Atkinson’s primary object in mak- 
ing this visit to America was to give his 
treatment to George Sifton, the fourteen- 
year-old son of Hon. Clifford Sifton of 


Ottawa, the Canadian Minister of the In- 


terior, who has been a sufferer from con- 


| 
| 
genital hip disease. Prof. Atkinson says | 
that his treatment of young Sifton has } 
been successful. After leaving Ottawa, he | 
spent some days at various American race | 
tracks, as he is an ardent turf enthusiast. 

“Your American game of football,” said 
Prof. Atkinson, “is magnificent as a spec- 
tacle. The color and the songs and the 
enthusiasm, and your American women 
who are never more charming than at a 
football game, are all magnificent. We 
have ncthing like it in England. But in 
your American game, as in almost every- 
thing else, you show too much, I think, of 
the eeling that you are in the sport for 
nothing else but to win, rather than for | 
the stort itself. Now, that is a good | 
spirit, but when you carry it to the length 

om ao in your American game of foot- | 

all, the training that the players is 
reccive to be fit‘for such a game is very 
likely, I think, to be a disadvantage to 
them ‘in after life. 

- “In England we develop our university 
athletes with the idea of giving them a 
foundation for continued physical training 
that they will not give up when they finish 
their courses. Your football players after 
they leave school do not keep in the con- |

Lifting the 
wampum from the casket, he murmured a 
few words in the language of the Senecas, 
and then said in English as he handed the 
wampum to Mr. Keller:

Mr. Keller, who is connected with Puck, 
has long been interested in the Indians, 
and aided Mrs. Converse in her work. He 
was taken into the Seneca tribe some 
years ago, and has been regarded as the 
logical successor of Mrs. Converse by the 
Indians. He is called “ Gi-ant-wah-ah,”’ 
the one who plants the corn. The present- 
ing to him of the wampum does not mean 
his full installation, but rather a period of 
trial. He is not full chief until his selec- 
tion has been confirmed by the squaws. 
In receiving the wampum, Mr. Keller re- 
ferred to the work of Mrs. Converse, whom 
he hoped to emulate and follow. and spoke 
of the honor he felt in his selection, which 
he could not-express then because of the 
grief in the hearts of the people. 

Chief Dark Cloud, who is recognized as 
an orator among the Indians, in a wonder- 
ful deep and musical voice, said: 

“She was our truest friend, for she 
studied our religion. She was a mediator 
sent bv God to help us with the white peo- 
ple. ' She saw God with us _ in the woods 
and the skies, the leaves, the rivers, and 
the clouds. and ‘she knew that God is @ver 
with us. We hope and we know that If we 
are good we shall meet the Great White 
Hunting Grounds of 
the Great Spirit which she called Heaven.” 

Eulogies were also delivered by Chief 
Longfeather and by Carlo, a Mexican In- 
dian Miss Kellogg sang ‘“ Nearer. Mv 
God, to Thee.’ The Rev. Stephen Merritt 
pronounced the benediction, and then those 
present took a last view of the Great White 
Mother. The Indians were last in the line. 
The men passed in silence gravely, but the 
women went bitterly.

Stable of W. H. Moore Led the List 
with Fourteen First Prizes. 


E. D. Jordan’s Exhibits Took Thirteen 
Blue Ribbons—Success of Mrs. 
Hitchcock’s Jumpers. 


In a close finish for first place on the 
list of winning exhibitors at the National 
Horse Show Association exhibition in Madi- 
son Square Garden last week, Wlliam H. 
Moore, with his stable, composed almost 
entirely of harness horses, was the victor, 
with a single blue ribbon more than went 
to his chief rival, Eben D. Jordan, who 
showed horses in a much greater variety 
of classes. The Moore stable also led the 
list in the value of prizes won, the fourteen 
first, three second, and the two third pre- 
miums captured representing a money 
value of $3,350. 

The Jordan horses, which captured the 
greater part of the ribbons in the hackney 
classes, won thirteen first, six second, and 
one third prize, representing $2,725 in 
money. The third winner on 


the list was 
E. T. Stotesbury, whose roadsters made al- 
most a clean 


sweep in the, road horse 
classes, and with seven first prizes, includ- 
ing the single and pair championships, won 
$1,400 in money. The other important win- 
ners were Mrs. Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., who 
with her stable of hunters and jumpers, 
took four first, two second, and three third 
prizes and $1,395: McNamara & Wells, who 
with the trotting stallion Imerino took three 
firsts and $1,200; H. N. Bain, who with 
horses in the breeding classes for trotters 
won five firsts and'one second and $1,050, 
and Crow & Murray, who chiefly with hunt- 
ers and jumpers won four first, three sec- 
ond, and three third prizes and $1,075. 
Other conspicuous winners were Mrs. 
John Gerken, six first, three second, and 
two thirds, and $900; Adam Beck, three 
first, one second, and one third, and $825; 
T. L. Watt, four first, four second, and 
five third, and $810; J. H. Moore, three 
championships and $750; R. G. Vanderbilt, 


three first, two second, and two thirds, 
and $665, and George Pepper & Co., two 
first, two second, and two third, and $660. 
Among the new exhibitors W. E. Woodend 
fared well with two victories, three sec- 
onds, and a third, his horses earning $570. 

The best individual records of the show 
were made by Miss Frederica V. Webb's 
horse El Ineso, who won blue ribbons in 
three saddie classes, earning premiums 
worth $550, and Mrs. J. B. M. Grosvenor's 
champion saddle horse Pe troleum, who took 
three first prizes, with a cash value of $550. 
Mrs. Grosvenor also won a first prize in a 
coaching class with a team exhibited as 
property owned jointly with G. T. Hollister, 
so that her stable was among the leading 
winners of the show. Another individual 
who stood out conspicuously was Mrs. E. 
Fr. Hawley's fine pony Bressay of Pitts- 
ford, who was shown in four classes, and 
won three times ard was second once, the 
value of his premiums, however, only 
amounting to $280. 

A peculiar eror in ‘the framing of the 
conditions for the charfipionship classes, 
which seemingly was overlooked until the 
last day of the show, is expected by some 
of the experts to give cause for protests 

cainst horses that were declared the 
win ners, but so far no protest has been 
filed. The error was in the provision for 
post entries, the conditions, as printed, 
reacing that the championships were open 
only to horses “‘ having taken a first prize 
at this or any of the association's previous 
shows. The former to be post entries.” 
Exhibitors interpreted the conditions to 
mean the same as in former shows, and the 
use of ‘“‘ former” instead of “latter” did 
not prevent post entries of old winners 
being accepted, though a strict ruling on 
the matter, horsemen assert, would result 
in some of the championship winners being 
disqualified as ineligible to compete. 

The show was responsible for a positive 
dispute over one other matter, this being 
as to whether William H. Moore's $16,000 
hackney, Forest King, winner of several 
first prizes, was bred in the United States 
or in England. The horse was bought for 
a big price after he had won a great many 
xremiums at shows in England, and was 
brought to New York only a short time 
before last week's exhibition opened, the 
supposition then being that he was an 
English horse, registered in the English 
hackney stud book. Men who knew the 
horse in England still assert that this is 
true, but others, who claim to have positive 
knowledge and personal acquaintance with 
the animal, declare that he is an American- 
bred horse who was sent to England as a 
yearling. The present owner is the person 
most concerned in the settlement of the 
controversy, but the fact that the certifi- 
cate of pedigree, issued when Forest King 
was sold, has been questioned has greatly 
interested persons in hackneys, and further 
developments are looked for eagerly. 


FIVE COTTAGES BURNED.
